CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 



We, the i)eople of the United States, in order to form ft mofe 
perfect union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general welfare, and secure the 
blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and 
eslabli^t thin Constitution for the United States of America. 



Section I. — AU legislalave power herein granted shall be vested 
in a Coagress of the United States, which shall consist of a Senate 
acd House of Representatives. 

Section u. — 1. The House of Representatives shall be composed 
of members cKosen every second year, by the people of the several 
States; and the electors in each State shall have the qualifications 
requisite for electors, of the most numerous branch of the State 



2. No person shall be a representative who shall cot have attained 
the age of twenty-five years, and been seven years a citizen of tte 
United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of 
the State in which he shall be chosen. 

3. Representatives and direct taxes shaU be apportioned among 
the several States which may be included within this Union according 
to their respective numbara, wbioli shall be determined by adding to 
the wtole number of froo persons, including those bound to service 
for a terra of years, and excluding Indians Eot tased, Jhree-fifths of 
all other persons. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the first meeting of the Congress of the United States, 
and within every subsequent term of ten years, in such manner as 
they shall by law direct. The number of representatives shall not 
exceed one for every thirty thousand, but each State shall have at 
leMt one representative ; and until such enumeration shall be made,

the State of Now Hampshire shall be entitled to choose three ; Mas- 
eachusetta, eight; Sbode Island and Providence Plantationa, one j 
Connecticut, five ; New York, six ; New Jersej, four; Pennsylvania, 
eight; Delaware, one ; Maryland, sis:; Virginia, tea; North Caro- 
lina, iive ; South Carolina, five ; and Georgia, three. 

4. When vaeantiea happen in the representation from any State, 
the executive authority thereof shall isBue writs of election to fill such 
vacancies. 

5. The House of Eepresentativea shall choose their Speaker and 
other ofS-cers, and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 

Seciton, ill. — 1, The Senate of the United St&tes shall be compo- 
sed cf two senators from each State, chosen by the Legislature 
thereof, for six years; and each senator shall have one vote. 

2. Ininiedialelj after they shall be assembled in consequence of 
the first election, they shall be divided, as equal as may be, into 
three classes. The seats of the senators of the first class shall bo 
vacated at the expiration of the seoand year; of the second class, at 
the espiration of the fourth year ; and of the third class, at the expi- 
ration of the sixth year ; so that one-third may be choseii every sec- 
ond year; and if vacancies happen by resignation or otherwise 
during the recess of the Legislature of any State, the executive 
thereof may make temporary appointments until the next meeting of 
the Legislature, which shall then £11 such vacancies. 

3. No person shall be a senator who shall not have attuned to the 
agl of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen of the United 
States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant of thafc 
State for which he shall be chosen. 

4. The Tice-Presldent of the United States shall bo President of 
the Senate, but shall have no vote unless they be equally divided. 

5. The Senate shall choose their other officers, and also a Presi- 
dent pro tenipm-e, in the absence of tho Vice-President, or when he 
shall exercise the office of President of tho United States. 

6. The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeachments. 
When sitting for that purpose they shall be on oath or affirmation. 
"When the President of the United States is. tried, the chief justice 
shall preside ; and no person shall bo convicted without the concur- 
rence of two-thirds of the members present. 

7. Judgtnent'in cases of impeachment shall not extend further 
than to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and enjoy 
any office of honor, trust or profit under the United States; but the 
party convicted shall, nevertheless, be liable and subject to indict- 
ment, trial, judgment and punishment according to law. 

Section, IV. — 1. The times, plaeef and manner of holding elections 
for senators and representatives, shall be prescribed in each State by 
the Legislature thereof; but the Congress may, at any time, by law, 
make or alter such regulations, except as to the places of choosing 
senators. 

2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, and 
such meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, unless they 
^iiall by law appoint a different day.

Section v. — 1. Each house shall be the judgo of the eleotione, rs- 
turaa and qualifications of its own members, and a laajoi-ity of eaoE 
shall coEstitnte a quonnn to do hitsiaeEs ; but a ataalier numhei may 
adjourn from day to day, and may be aathoriaed do compel the at- 
tendance of absent members ia such manner and under such penal- 
ties aa each house may provide. 

2. Each house may determine the rules of ite proceedings, punish 
its members for disorderly behavior, and, wUh the oonoucrenoe of 
two-thirds, espel a member. 

3. Each hotiae shall keep a journal of it-s proosedinga, and 'from 
time to time publish the same, encept auoh parts as may, in their 
judgment, require secrecy ; and the yeas and nays of the members 
of either house, on any question, shall, at the desire of one-fifth of 
those present, be entered on the journal. 

4. Neither house, duriag the session of Congrssg, shall, withont 
the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three dsips, nor to 
any other place than that in which the two houses shall be Mtting. 

Section vi. — 1. The senators and representatives shall receive a 
compensation for their servioes, to bo ascertained by law, and paid 
out of the treasury of the United States. They shall, in all oases, 
except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, be privileged from 
arrest during their attendance at the session of their rrapectivo houses, 
and in going to and retarniag from the same ; and for any speeeh or 
debate in either house, they shall not bo questioned in any other place. 

2. No senator or representative shall, during the time for wbicb 
he was elected, be appointed to any civil office under the authority 
of the United States, which gha!! have been created, or the emolu- 
ments whereof shall have been increased during such time; and no 
person holding any ofScs under the Uoited States, shall bo a member 
of either house during his continuance in office. 

Section vii. — 1. Al! bills for raising revenue shall originate in 
the House of Representatives; but the Senate may propose or con- 
cur with amendments, as on other bills. 

2. Every bill which shall have passed the House of JRepresenta- 
tives and the Senate, shall, before it becomes a law, be presented to 
the President of the United States j if he approve, he snail sign it ; 
but if not, he shall retiirn it, with his objections, to that house in 
which it shall have originated, who shall enter the objections at large, 
on their journal, aud proceed to recoQsider it. If after such re-con- 
sideration, two-thirda of tnat house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other house, by 
which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds 
of that house it shall become a law. But in all such cases the votes 
of both houses shall be determined by yeas and nays; and the names 
of the persons voting for and against the bill, shall be entered on the 
journal of each house respectively. If any bill shall not he returned 
by tho President within ten days (Sundays escopted) after it shall 
have been presented to him, the same shall be a law, in the like man- 
ner as if he had signed it, unless the Congress, by adjournment, 
prevent its return, in which case it shall not be a law.

3. Every order, resolution or vota to which the eonourrenoe of the 
Seriate and House of Represeatatives may be necessary, (except on a 
question of adjournment,) shall be presented to the President of the 
United States, and before the same shull take effect, shuU be approv- 
ed by him, or being disapproved by him, shall he re-passed by two- 
thirds of the Senate and Ilonse of Bepresentatives, according to the 
rules and limitation prescribed in the case of a bill. 

Section Vill. — 1. The Oongress shall have power to lay and col- 
lect taxes, duties, iinposta and excises, to pay the debts and provide" 
for the common defence and general welfare of the United States ; 
but all duties, imposts and esoises, shall be uniform throughout the 
United States ; 

2. To borrow money on the credit of the United States ; 

3. To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among the sev- 
eral States, and with the Indian tribes : 

4. To establish an uniform rule of naturalization, and uniform 
laws on the subject of banlcruptcies throughout the "United States :■ 

5. To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign coin, 
and fix the etandatd of weights and measures : 

6. To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the securities 
and current coin of the United States : 

7. To establish post offices and post roads : 

8. To promote the progress of science and useful arts, by securing 
for limited times, to authors and inventors the exclusive right to 
.their respective writings and discoveries : 

9. To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Court : to de- 
fine and punish piracies and felonies committed on the high seas, and 
offences against tbe law of nations : 

10. To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal, and make 
rules concerning captures on land and water : 

11. To raise and support armies ; but no appropriation of money 
to that use shall be for a longer term than two years : 

12. To provide and maintain a navy : 

18. To make rules for the government and regulation of the land 
and naval forces: 

14. To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws of 
the Union, suppress insurrections and repel invasions : 

15. To provide for organizing, arming and disciplining the militia, 
and for governing such part of them as may be employed in the ser- 
vice of the United States, reserving to the States respective'y, the 
appointment of the officers, and the authority of training the militia, 
according to the discipline prescribed by Congress : 

16. To exercise exclusive legislation inall cases whatsoever, over 
soch district (not exceeding ten miles square) as may by cession of 
particular States, and the acceptance of Congress, become the seat of 
the government of the United States, and to exercise like authority 
over all places purchased by the consent of the Legislature of the 
State in which the same shall be, for the erection of forts, magazines, 
arsenals, dock yards, and other needful buildings : and

carrying into execution the foregoing powers, and all other powers 
vested by this Constitution in the government of the United States, 
or in any department or officer thereof. 

Section ix. — 1. The migration or importation of such persona aa 
any of t.ho States now existing shall think proper to admit, shall not 
be prohibited by the Congress prior to the year one thousand eight 
hundred and eight; but a tax or duty may be imposed on such im- 
portation, not exceeding ten dollars for each person. 

2. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not to suspend- 
ed, unless when in caaea of robellioQ or invasion 'the public safety 
may require it, 

3. No bill of attainder or ex post facto law shall be passed, 

4. No capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, unless in pro- 
portion to the censMs or enumeration herein before directed to be 

5. No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from the State. 
Ho preference shall be given by any regulation of eommerce or reve- 
nue to the ports of one State over those of another ; uor shall vessels- 
bound to or from one State be obliged to enter, clear or pay duties 
in another. 

6. No money shall be drawn from the treasury, but in consequence 
of appropriations made by law ; and a regular statement and account

ARTICLE U. 

SecHmi 1. — 1. The executive power sliall be vested in a President 
of the United States of Amerioa. He shall hold his oihoo dunog the 
term of four years, and together with tha Vice Piesident, choaea for 
the same term, be eleoted as follows : 

2. Bach State shall appoint, in such mannoi ia the le:;isUtare 
thereof may direct, a number of electors, equal to th" ivholo nuraber 
of senators and representatives to which the Stite ma? bt entitWd in 
Oongresa; but no senatora or rvpresentatives oi pu^iu" holding in 
office of trust or profit nnder the United States shall be appointed an 
elector. 

3. The electors shall meet in their respective States, and vote by 
ballot for two persons, of whom one at least shall not be an inhabi- 
tant of the same State with themselves. And they shall make a list 
of all the persons voted for, and of the number of votes for eaoh; 
which list they shall sign and eertify, and transmit, sealed, to the 
seat of government of the United States, directed to the President of 
the Seoate. The President of the Senate shall, in the presence of 
the Senate and House of Hepresentativca, open all the certificates, 
and the votes shall then be counted. The person having tho greatest 
n:imber of votes shall be the President, if such nuojber be a majori- 
ty of the whole number of electors appointed ; and if there be more 
than one who have such majority, and have an equal number of votes, 
then the House of Representatives shall immediately choose, by bal- 
lot, one of them for President; and if no person have a majority, 
then front the five highest on the list the said house shall in like 
manner choose the President. ' Hwt in choosing the President, the 
votes shall be taken by States, the representation from eaoh State 
having one votej a quorum for this purpose shall consist of a mem- 
ber or members from two-thirds of the States, and a majority of all 
the States shall be necessary to a choice. In every case, after the 
choice of the President, the person having the greatest number of 
votes of the electors shall be Vice-President. But if there should 
remain two or more who have equal votes, the Senate shall choose 
from them, by ballpt, the Vice-President. [^Amiiilled, gee amend- 
ments, Article, 12.] 

■ 4. The Congress may determine the time of choosing the electors, 
and the day on which they shall givu their votes; which day shall be 
the same throughout the United States. 

5. No person except a natural bom citizen, or a eitiaen of the United 
States at the time of the adoption of this Oonatitntiou, shall be eligi- 
ble to the office of President; neither shall any person be eligible to 
that office who shall not have attained to the age of thirty-five years, 
and been fourteen years a resident within the United States, 

6, In case of the removal of the President from office, or of bis 
death, resignation, or inability to discharge the powers and duties of 
the sMd office, the same shall devolve on tha Yice-President; and 
the Congress may by law provide for the case of I'emoval, death, reg- 
igufttion, or inability, both of the President and Vice-President, 
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declaring what officer shall then act as President ; and such officer 
shall act aeeprdingly, until the disability he removed, or a President 
shall be elected. 

7. Tbe President shall, at stated times, receive for his services, a 
oompaasation which shall neither be increased nor diminished during 
the period for which hB shall have been elected ; and he shall not 
receive within that period any other emolument from tha United 
States, or any of them. 

8. Before he enter on the execution of his office, he shall take the 
following oath or affiirmation ; 

" I do solemnly swear (or affirm ) that I will faithfully execute the 
office of President of the United States ; and will to the beat of my 
ability, preserve, protect and defend the OoHstittition of the United 
States." 

Section ii. — ^1. The President shall be Commander-in-Chief of tho 
army and navy of the United States, and of the militia of the seve- 
ral States, when called into the actual service of the United States ; 
he may ireqaire the opinion, in writing, of the principal officer of each 
of the executive departments, upon any subject relating to the duties 
of their respective offices; and he shall have power to grant reprieves 
and pardons for offences agiinst tho United fet jtts, ex(,ept in cases of 
impeachment. 

2. He shall have power by ind with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, to make treaties provided two thirds of the Bi,nators 
present coacur; and he shall nomiaate, and by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, shall appoint amba'><<adors, other public 
ministers and consuls, judges of the Supreme Court, and all other 
officers of the United States, whose appointments are not herein oth- 
erwise provided for, and which shall be established by law; but the 
Congress may, by law, vest the appointment of such inferior officers 
as they think proper, in the President alone, in the courts of law, or 
in the beads of departments. 

3. The President shall have power to fill up all vacancies that may 
happen daring tJie recess of the Senate, hy granting commissions 
which shall espire at the end of the next session. 

Section III. — 1. He shall, from time to time, give to the Congreaa 
information of the state of the Union, and recommend to their con- 
sideration such measures as he shall judge necessary and espedient; 
he may on extraordinary occasions, convene both houses, or either of 
them, and in case of disagreement between them, with respect to the 
time of adjournment, ho may adjourn them to such time as he shall 
think proper; he shall receive ambassadors and other public minis- 
ters ; he shall take care that the laws be faithfully executed, and 
shall commission all the officers of the United States. 

Section iv- — The President, Vice-President, and all civil officers 
of the United States, shall be removed from office on impeachment 
for, and conviction of treason, bribery, or other high crimes aud mis- 
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ARTICLE III. 

Section I. — The jvdicial power of tlie United States shall be vest- 
ed in one Supreme Court, and in such inferior Courts as the Congress 
may, from time to time, ordain and estahlish. The judges, both of 
the Supreme and inferioi: courts, shall hold their offices during good 
behavior; and shall, at stated times, receive for their services a com- 
p msation, which shall not be diminished during their continuance in 
office. 

Section u. — 1. The judicial power shall extend to all cases in law 
and equity, arising under this Constitution, the laws of the United 
States, and treaues made, or which shall bo made under their authori- 
ty to all eases affecting ambassadors other public ministers and 
ra mm

within any State, the trial shall be at such place oi places aa the 
Congress may by law have directed. 

Section ill. — 1. Treason against the United States shall consist 
only iu levying war against them, or in adhering to thoir enemies, 
giving them aid and comfort. No person shall he convicted of trea- 
son, unless on the testimony of two witnesses to the same overt act, 
iDr on confession in open court- 

2. The Congress shall have power to declare the punishment of 
treason, but no attainder of treason shall work corruption of blood, 
or forfeiture, except during the life of the person attainted. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Section I. — Full faith and credit shall be given in each State to 
the public acts, records and judicial proceedings of every other State. 
And the Congress may, by general laws, prescribe the manner in 
which such acts, records and proceedings shall be proved, and the 
effect thereof. 

Section u. — 1. The citizens of each State shall be entitled to all 
the privileges and immunities of citizens in the several States. 
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2. A porsoa cliarged, in aay State^ with treason, felony, or other 
Oiime, who shall flee from justice and be found in another State, 
shftll, on demand of the executive authonty ot the State from. irhJoh 
he fled, be delivered up, to bo removed to the State having jurisdic- 
tion of the crime. 

3. No person hold to service or labor in one State, under the laws 
thereof, escaping into another, shall, in consequence of any law or 
rsgnlation therein, be diaoharged from such ■-erMce oi labor, but shall 
be delivered up on claim of the party to whom suLh ■Jervice or labor 
may he due. 

iSecti<nt nr, — 1. New States may be admitted by the Congress of 
this Union ; but no new State shall be formed or erected within the 
jurisdiotioa of another State, nor any State be formed by the 
junction of two or mure States, or parts of States, without the 
consent of the Legislatures of fbe States concerned, as well aa of 



2. The Oongross shall have power to dispose of, and make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting the Territory or other pro- 
perty balongiog to the United Siates; and nothing in this Constitu- 
tion shall be so construed aa to piejudico any claims of the. United 
States or of any particular State 

Section IV. — The United States guarantee to every State in this 
Union, a republican form of government, and -hall protect eaoh of 
them against invasion ; and on application of the Legislatuie, or of 
the executive, (when the IJegialatuie cannot be convened,) against 
domestic violence. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Congress, wtenover two-thirds of both houses shall deem it 
necessary, shall propose amendments to this Constitution, or, on the 
application of the Legislatures of two-thirds of the several States, 
shall call a convention for proposing amendmenfa, which, in either 
caae ahall be valid, to all intents and purposes, as part of this Con- 
stitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the 
several States, or by conventions of three-fourths thereof, as the one 
or the other mode of ratification may be proposed by the Congress : 
Provided, That no amendment wbich may bo made prior to the year 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, shall in any manner affect the 
fii'st and fourth clauses in the ninth section of the first article ; and 
that no State, without its ejuBcnt, shall be depi-ived of ita eqnal 
suffrage in the Senate. 

ASTiClLE VE. 

1. All debts contrattad and engagementa entered into before the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall be aa valid against the United 
States under this Constitution aa under tlie Confederation. 

2. This Constitution, and the laws of the United States which 
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stall be made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties made, or whioh 
shall be made undei' the authority of the United States, shall he the 
supreme law of the land ; snd the judges in every State shall be 
bound thereby ; any thing in the Constitution or laws of any State 
to the coulrai'y notwithstanding. 

3. The senators and repi'eaentatiyes before mentioned, and the 
members of the several State Legislatures, and all executive and ju- 
dicial officers, both of the United States and of the several States, 
shall he hound by oath or affiraintioa, to support thia Constitution ; 
but no religious test shall ever be re'quired as a qaalifieation to any 
office or public trust under the United States. 

AKTICLE ¥11. 

The ratification of the Conventions of nine States shall he suffi- 
cient for the establishment of this Constitution between tlie States 
so ratifying the same.. 

Done in convention, by the unanimous consent of the States present, 
the seventeenth day of September, in the yaar of o\ir Lord, one 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-seven, and of the Independ-

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AMENDMENTS TO THE 

CONSTITUTIOa Oil TUB UHHED STATES. 

AariOLE I. Coiigreaa shall make t.o law respeoiiing an cBtabliahment 
of religion, or prohibiting tte free exercise thereof; or abridging the 
freedom of speechjOrof the press j or of the right of tho people peacea- 
bly to assemble, and to petition the goveromeut for a redress of griev- 
ances. 

Article ll. A well regulated militia being necessary to the se- 
Jimity of a fi-ee state, the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be infringed. 

ABiroiE m. NosoldiersbaUintime ofpeacsbeqiiartoredin any 
hottse, without the consent of the owner; aor in iinie of war, but 
in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

Artioij! IV. The right of the people to be secnre in their persons, 
houses, papers and effeots, against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no warrants shall issue, but on probable cause, 
supported by oath or afnrmation, and partiovJariy describing the 
place to be seai'ohed, and the persona or thihgs to be seized. 

Article t. No person shall be held to answer for a capital op 
otherwise infajnous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment of 
a grand jury, esoept In cases arising in the land or naval forces, or 
in the militia when ia actual service in time of war or public danger.; 
nor shall any person be aubjeot for the same offence to hs twice put 
in jeopardy of life or limb ; nor he, shall be compelled, in any oiminal 
case, to be wibuess against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty, or 
property, without due prooeas of law ; nor shall private property be 
taken for public use without just compensation. 

Article vr. In criiiiiual ^roaeoutioas the acoused shall enjoy, 
the right to a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the 
State and district wherein the crime shall have been committed, 
which district shall have been previously ascertained by law, and to 
be informed of the nature and cause of the aooHSafion. to be confron- 
ted with the witnesses against him ; to have compalsovy process for 
obtaining witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance of oonn- 
sel for his defence. 

Aktiole VII. In suits at common law, where the value in con- 
troversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the i-ight of trial by jray shall 
be preserved, and no faot, triad i>j a jary, shall be otherwise re-ex- 
amined in any oonrt of the United 8tat«3, than according to the rules 
of the common law. 

Abticss vm. Excessive biul shall not be rsqui-xd, nor exoea- 
sivo fines imposed, nor orual and nacaual punishment lufiicted. 

AnTiOLU IX. 'Xhe eisnmei-ation in the OoaslittiUoa, of isortain 
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rights, shall not be construed to deny or disparage others rotaiacd 
by the people. 

Aetioib X. The powers not delegated to the United Statos by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to 
the States respectively, or to tbe people 

Aetiolb XI. The judicial power of the United States shall not 
be oonetrued to extend to any suit in law or equit;y, commenced or 
prosecuted against one of the United States by citizens of another 
State, or by citizens or subjects of any foreign State. 

Abticlb xn. 1. The electors shall meet m their respective states, 
and vote by ballot for President and Vice-President, one of whom, at 
least, shall not be an inhabitant of the same State with thGiaselvee; 
tUey shall name in their ballot the person voted for as President, and 
in distinct ballots the person voted for as Vice-President, and they 
shall make distinct lists of all persons voted for as President, and of 
all persona voted for as Vice-President, and of the nnmber of votes 
for each, which lists they shall sign and certify, and traoamit scijcd 
to the seat of government of the United States, directed to the Presj- 
dont of the Senate ; the President of the Senate shall, la the presence 
of the Senate and House of Bepresentatives, open idl the certificates 
and the votes shall then be counted. The person having the greatest 
number of votes for President shall be President, if such numbnr bo a 
majority of the whole number of olcctoi-s appointed ; and if no person 
have such majority, then from the persons having the highest, num- 
bera not exceeding three on tlie list of those voted for m President, 
the House of Eepresectatives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the 
President. But in choosing the President, tlio votes shall be taJten 
by States, the representation from each State having one vote; a quo- 
rnm for this purpose shall consist of a member or members from two 
thirds of the States, and a majority of all the States shall be necessa- 
ry to a ohoioe. And if tlieHouseof E.opiisentaiives sliailnot choose 
a Pr^ident ■whenever the right of choice shall devolve upon them, 
before the fom'th day of March next following, tiien the Vioe-President 
shall act as President, as in the case of the death or other Constitu- 
tional disability of tie President. 

2. The person having the greatest number of votes as Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall oe the Vice-President, if sueh number be a majority of the 
whole number of electors appointed and if no person have a majori- 
tj, then from the. two highest numbers on the list, the Senate shall 
choose the Vice-President; a quoittra for this purpose shall consist of 
two thirds of the whole number of Senators, and a majority of the 
whole number shall be neeessarj to a choice. 

3. But no person constitutionally ineligible to the offioo of Presi- 
dent shall be eli^ble to that of Vice-President of tJio United States* 

Abticle XIII. If any citizen of the United States shall accept, 
dium, recMva or retain any title of nobility or honor, or sLoIl with- 
out the consent of Congress, accept and retain any present, pension, 
offijje or emolument of any kind whatever, from any emperor, king, 
prince or foreign power, such person shall ocase to bo a oitJBeu of the 
United States, and shall be incapable of holding any office of trust or 
p-ofit under them, or eithi;]' of tbom. 
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\_Tli,a other amides proposed as amendmeTUs to the Ganstittition of 
the United States, not having been ratified hy the constiintional nwti- 
her of the LegislaUvres of the severed, Stales, have not become law.'\ 



Tte Pj-usitlent of the United States of AQiei-iea and the lii-st couaui 
of the Frencli Sepublic, in the name of tho ErencSi people, desbing 
to remove all sources of misunderstanding rektiye to objects of dk- 
cussion mentioned in the second and fifth ai-tidea of the convention 
of the eighth Vendemaire An. 9, (thirtieth September, one thonsand 
eight hundred) relative to the rights claimed by tlie United States, 
in virtue of the treaty oonoluded^at Madrid, the twenty-seventh Oc- 
tober, one thousand seven hundred and ninety five, between his cath- 
olic majesty and the said United States, and willing to strengthen 
the imion and- friendship which at the time of tho said convention 
was happily re-established between the two nations, have respectively 
named tlieir plenipotentiaries, to TOt : the President of the United 
States of America, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
of the said States, Kobesfc R. Livingston, minister plenipoten- 
tiary of the United States, and James Mom'oc, minister plenipoten- 
iaary and envoy extraordinary of the said States, near the govern- 
ment of the French Republic : and the first consul, in the name of 
tho Ereneh people, citizen Francis Barb^ Marbois, minister of the 
public treasury, who, aftor having respectively exchanged their ftiU 
powers, have agreed to the following articles: 

AeticiiB I. Whehbas, by the article the third of the treaty con- 
cluded at St. Ildelfonso, the 9th Vendeniaii-e, An 9. fist October, 
ISOO) between the Krat Consul of the French Republic and his 
Catholic majesty, it was agreed as follows : "His Catholic majesty 
promises and engages on his part, to cede to the French Kepublio, 
six months after the full and entire execution of the conditions and 
stipulations herein relative to Ms royal highness the Duke of Parma, 
the colony or province of Louisiana, with the same extent thatit now 
has in the hands of Spain and that it had when France possessed it ; 
and such be it should be after tho ti'eaties subsequently entered into 
between Spain and other States," And whereas, in pursuance of tho 
treaty, and particulai'ly of the thii-d article, the French Eepnblio haa 
an ineontestible title to tho domain and to the possession of the said 
territory ; the First Consul of the French Republic desiring to give 
to the United States a strong proof of his friendship, doth hereby 
cede to the United States, in the name of the French Republic, for- 
ever and in fall sovereignty, tho said territory with all ila rights 
and appuitenanooa, aa fully and in the same manner as they have 
been acqnired by the French Republic in i-irtue of the above men- 
tioned treaty ooncluded with his Catholic majesty. 

Abiiole it.. In tho cession made by the preceeding article are 
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included tho adjacent islauds belonging to Louisiana, all public lota 
and squares, vacant lands, and all public buildings, fortifications, 
barracts, and othor edifices which are not private property. The 
archives, papers and documenta, relative to the domain and sover- 
eignty of Louisiana aud its dependeucies, will be left ia. the posses- 
ion of the commissaries of the United States, and copies will be 
afterwards given in due form to the magistrates and municipal officers 
of such of the said papers and documents as may be necessary to 
them. 

AsTrou; m. The inhabitants of the ceded territory shall be in- 
corporated into the Union of the United States, and admitted as soon 
as possible, according to the principles of the federal Constitution, to 
the enjoyment of all the rights, advantages and immunities of cila- 
aens of the United States : and in the mean time they shall be main- 
tained and protected in the free enjoyment of their liberty, property, 
and the religion which they profess. 

Akiiole IV. There shall he sent by the Government of France 
a commissary to Louisiana, to the end that he do every act necessa- 
ry, as well to receive from the officers of his Oatholie Majesty the 
said countj-y and its dependencies, in the name of the French Bepub- 
lio, if it has not been already done, as to transmit it in the name of 
the French Republic to the commissary or agent of the United 



Artiolb v. Immediately after the ratification of the present ti'ea- 
tj hy theiPresident of the United Stp.tcs,andincasethatoftlie First 
Oonsul sLail have been previously obtahied, the oommissary of the 
French Republic shall I'erait all the militaiy posts of New Orleans, 
and other parts of the ceded ten-itory, to the commissary or com- 
missaries named by the President to lake possession ; the troops, 
whether of France or Spain, who may be there shall cease to occupy 
aoy military post from the time of taking possesion, and shall be 
embarked aa soon as possible, ia the course of three months ' after 
the ratification of this. treaty. 

Aetici.B "vr. The United States promise to execute such treaties 
and articles as may have been agreed between Spain and the tribes 
and nations cf Indians, until by mutual consent of the United States 
and the said tribes or nations, otlier suitable articles shall have been 
agreed upon. 

Article vii- As it ia reciprocally advantageous to the commerce 
of France and the United States to encourage the communication of 
both nations, for a limited time, in the country oeded by the present 
treaty, onljl "eneral arrangements relative to the commerce of both 
nations may be agreed on; it has been agreed between the contract- 
ing parties, that the French ships coming directly from France tnr 
any of her colonies, loaded only with the produce or manufactnres of 
France or her said colonies, and the ships of Ppain, coming directly from 
Spain or any of her colonies, loaded only with the produce or manu- 
factures of Spain or her colonies, shall be admitted during the ^ace 
of twelve years in the port of New Orleans, and in all other legal 
ports of entry within the oeded territory, in the same manner as 5ie 
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sMps of the United States coming directlj from France or Spain or 
any of th.eir colonies, wiihont teing subject to any other or greater 
duty ott merchandise, or other or greater tonaage than those paid by 
the citizens of tho United States, 

During the space of time atovs mentioned^ no other nation shall 
have a rij^ht to the same privileges in the. ports of the ceSed Territo- 
ry ; the twelve years shall commence three months after the exchange 
of ratifications, if it shall take place in France, or three months 
months after it shall have been notified at Pans to the French Gov- 
eraraent, if it shall take place in tho United States; it is, however, 
well Budorstood that the object of the above article is to favor the 
manufeetui-os, oommeroe, freight and navigation of France and of 
Spain, BO far as relates to the importations that the French and 
Spankh shall make into the said ports of the United States, without 
in any sort, affecting the regulations that the United States may 
make concerning the exportation of the produce and merohandise 
of the United States, or any right they may have to make such reg- 
ulatioBS. 

Aeticlb VIII. In future, and forever after the expiration of tho' 
twelve years, tho ships of France shall be treated upon the fooling 
of the most favored nations ia tho ports above mentioned. 

Abtiglb is. The particular convention signed this day by the 
respective ministera, having for its object to provide for the payment 
of debts due to the cilizens of the United States by the French Ke-- 
public, prior to the thii'tieth of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred, (eighth Tendemaire, An. 9,} is approved, and to have ite execii' 
tion in the same manner as if it had been inserted in the present 
treaty, and it shall be ratified in the same form and in the same time^ 
so that the one shall not bo ratified distiact from the other. 

Another particular convention, signed at the same date as th& 
present treaty, relative to a definitive rule between the contracting 
parties, is in the like manner approved and will be ratified in the same 
form and in the same time, and jointly. 

Article x. The present treaty shall be ratified in good and due 
form, and ihe ratification shall be exchanged in the space of sis 
months after the date of the signatures by the ministers plenipoten- 
tiaries, or sooner, if posrible. 

In paith whereof. The respective plenipotentiaries hara 
signed these artices in the French and English languages ; declaring, 
nevertheless, that the present treaty was originally agreed to in the 
French language ; and have thereunto put their seals. 
Done at Paris the tenth day of Floreal, in the eleventh year of the 
French Eopublic, and the thirtieth April, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and three.

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ACTS- OF CONGRESS. 

1 . ANA GT to enable tlie people of the Territory of Orleans to form 
a Gonstitittion and State Govamment, and for (Ae adtnission oj 
such Stale into the Union, on, an egital footing with ike original 
States, and for other purposes, approved, February 16, 1811. 
Section 1. — £e it enacted hy the Senate and Hovse of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America in- Oongre^ assembled, That 
the inhabitanta of all that part of tho Territory or country ceded 
under the Danio of Loniaiaaa, by the treaty mado at Paris, on the 
thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight hundred and three, 
between the United States aad J^nce, coiitained within the following 
limits, that ia to say : be^nning at the mouth of the river Sabine, 
thence by a line to be drawn along the middle of said river, including 
all its lands to the thirty-second degree of iatitade ; tlienoe due Worth, 
to the Northermoat part of the thirty-third degi-ec of North latitude ; 
thence along the said parallel of latitude to the liYer Bliesissippi ; 
thence down the said river to the rirer Iberville; and from thenoe 
along the middle of tho said river and lalies Maurepaa and Ponohar- 
train, to the gulf of Hesioo ; thenoe bounded by the said gulf to the 
place of beginning, inclading all islands within three leagues of tho 
coast, be, and they are hereby, authorized to form for themselves a 
Constitution and State government, and to asauiae suoh name an they 
may deem proper, .under the pvovlsions aad upon the conditions 
hereinafter mentioned. 

SeeOon 2. — All free white male oitiaens of the United States, 
who shall have arrived at the age of twenty-one yeai-s, and resided 
within the said Territory at least one year previoug to the day of 
election, and shaii have paid a Teritorial, county, district, or parish 
tax ; and all persons having, in other respects, the legal oualifioatioas 
to Yjte for Representatives in the General Assembly of the Territory 
thereof, shall be and they are hereby authorized to choose Represen- 
tatives to form a Conventaon, who shall be apportioned amongst the 
several counties, districts and parishes within the said Territory of 
New Orleans, in such manner as the Lagislatui-e of the said Territory 
shall by law direct. The number of the Eepresentatives shall not ex- 
ceed sixty ; and the election for Eepregontatives, aforesaid, shall take 
place on the third Monday in September next, and shall be conducted 
in the same manner as is now provided by the laws of ssnd Tenitory 
for eiecting members for the House of Representatives, 

Sections. — The membera of the Convention, when duly elected, 
shall be, and they are hereby, authorized to meet at the city of New 
Orleans, on the first Monday of November next, which Convention, 
when met, shall first determise, by the majority of the whole number 
elected, whether it be expedient or not, at that time, to form a Con- 
stitution or StateQovemmentjforthepeoplewithin the EMd Territo- 
ry, and if it be determined to be expedient, then tho Convention 
shall, in like maainer, declare in behalf of the people of the said 
Territory, that it adopta the Con.gtitutiou of the United States; where- 
upon the said Convention shall bo, and hereby is, antliorized to form 
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a CoBRtitTition and State GfoTernment, for the jieofJe of tiip said Ter- 
ritory: Provided, The Constitution to te formed, in virtue of the 
authority herein given, shall be republican, and oonBistent with *he 
Constitution of the United States; that it shall contain the funda- 
mental principles of civil and religious liberty ; that it shall secure 
to the citizens the trial by jury in all criminal cases, ancl the privi- 
lege of the wit of habeas corpus, conformably to tbe provisions of 
the Constitution of the United States, and that after the admission 
of the said Territory of Orleans as a State in the Union, the laws 
which such. State may pass shall be promalgated, and its.records, of 
every description shall be preserved, find its judicial and legislative 
written prooeediogs condaoted in the language in which the laws and 
the judicial and legislative written proceedings of the United States 
are now published and conducted : A^dprond^d also, That the said 
Convention shall provide by an ordinance, irrevocable, without the con- 
sent of the United States, that the people inhabiting the said Territory 
do agree and declare, that they do forever disclaim all right or title 
to the waste or unappropriated lands lying within the said Territory ; 
and that'the same shall be and remain at the sole and entire disposition 
of the United States j and, moreover, that each and every tract of land 
sold by Congress shall be and remain exempt from any Us laid by the 
order or under the authority of tbe State, county, township, parish, 
or any other pvu'pose whatever, for the term of five years from and 
after the respective days of tbe sales thereof, aod that the lands be- 
longing to the citizens of the United States, residing without the 
said State, shall never be taxed higher than the lands belon^ng to 
persons residing therein; and that no taxes shall be imposed on 
lands, the property of the United States. 

Section 4. In case the Convention shall deolara its assent in be- 
half of the people of the said Territory, to the adoption of the 
Constitution of the United States, and shall form a Constitution and 
State Government for the people of the said Territory of Orleans, 
the said Convention, as soon thereafter as may be, ia hereby required 
to cause to be transmitted to Congress, the instrament by which its 
assent to the Constitution of the United States is thaa ^ven and de- 
clared, and also a true and attested copy of such Constitution or frame of 
State Goyernment, as shall be formed and provided by said Conven- 
tion, and if the same shall not be disapproved by Congress, at their 
next session after the receipt thereof, the said State shall be 
admitted into the Union, upon the same footing with the original 
States. 

Section ,5. Eive per centum of the nett proceeds of the sales of 
the public lands of the United States, aad after the first day of 
January, shall be applied in laying out and constructing public 
roads and levees in the said State, as the Legislature thereof may 
direct.

Whereas, The Reprtsentativoa of the people of all that part of the 
Territory or country ceded, under the name of " Louisiana," by 
the treaty made at Paris, on the 30th day of AprU, one thousand 
eight hundred and three, between the United States and Fi-anee, 
contained within the following limita, that is to say ; beginning at 
the mouth of the river Sabine ; thonce, by a line to be drawn 
along tlie middle of said river, including all islands to the thirty- 
second degree of latitude; thence, due North, to the Northermost 
part of the thirty-third degree of North latitude ; thence, along the 
said parallel of latitude, to the river Mississippi; thence, down the 
said river to the river Iberville; and from thence, along the middle of 
the aaid river, and lakes Maurepas and Ponehartrain, to the Gulf of 
Mexico ; thence, bounded by the said Gulf, to the place of, begin- 
ning, including all islands within three leagues of the coast, did, 
on ^e twenty-second day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and twelve, form for themselves a Constitution, and State Govern-

That 
the said State shall be one, and is hei'cby declared to be one of the 
United States of America, and admitted into the Union on an equal 
footing with the original States, in all respects whatever, by the name

BeU enacted 6y the Senate and Souse oJ'Represenlatives 
of the United States of Amertea m Congress assembled, That in case 
the Legislature of the State of Louisiana shall consent thereto, all 
that tract of country comprehended within the following bounds, to 
wit : be^'nnine at the junction of the Iberville, with the river Missis- 
sippi ; thence aloug the middle of the Iberville, the river Amite, and of 
the lakes Maiirepas -.ind Ponehartrain to the eastern mouth of tho 
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Pearl river; thence up tlie Eastern braBch of Pearl river to tho ttirtj- 
first degi-ee of North latitude; tiience along the sMi degree of latitude 
to the river Mississippi; thenee down the add river to the place of he- 
ginning, shall become and form a part of the said State of Louisiana, 
and be subject to the Constitution and laws thereof, in the same man- 
ner, and for all intents and pui'poses as if it had been included within 
the original boundaries of the said State. 

Section. 2. It shall be incumbent on the Legislatui-e of the State 
of Lonisiana, in ease they consent to the incorporation of the territo- 
ry aforesaid, within their limits, at their first session, io make pro- 
vision by law for the represenlataon of the said territory in the Leg- 
islatiu'e of the State, upon the principles of the Constitution, and for 
the securing to the people of the said territory, equal rights, privile- 
ges, benefits and advantages, with those enjoyed by the people of the 
other parts of the State; which law 'shall be liable to revision, modi- 
fication and amendment by Congress, and also in the manner provi- 
ded for the amendment of the State Constitution, but shall not be li- 
able to change or amendment by the Legislature of the State.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse of S^resentatives of the 
United States ofAmeriaa, in Congress assemUed, That all the right and 
claim of the United States to the use, possession and occupancy of a space 
of three hundred and thirty^x by two hundred and twenty feet of a 
lot of ground in the city of Kew-Orleans, bounded by Chattres and 
Levee streets, and by Toulouse street and the lot of widow Cas- 
tiUon, together with the house on the above described lot, known by 
the name of the G-overnment House, and the other buildings thereon, 
be, and the same ai'e hereby vested in, and conveyed to the Gover- 
nor of the State of Louisiana for the time being, and his successors in 
the same of&ce, for the sole use and benefit of the said State of Lou- 
isiana forever : Provided haviewr, that this act shall not efiect the 
claim or claims of any individual or individuals, if any such there be.

Seclicnt 2. The dockets, books, records, papers and seal, belong- 
ing to the said District Court of the Orleans Territory, shall bo trans- 
ferred to, 'and become the dockets, books, records and papers of the 
District Court of the Louisiana Distilct. 

Section 3. The eighth section of the act aforesaid, entitled, "an 
Act erecting Louisiana into two Territories, and providing for the 
temporary government thereof," and also, all acta within the purview 
of tliis act, and the one to which this is a supplemeat, shall be, and 
the same are heveby repealed. 



We, the representatives of the people of all that part of the Ter- 
ritory or country ceded under the namo of Louisiana, by the treaty 
made at Paris, on the thirtieth day of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and three, between the United States and Fi'anoe, contained 
in the following limits, to wit ; beginning at the mouth of the river 
Sabine, thence by a line to be drawn along the middle of said river, 
including all its islands, to the thirty-second degree of latitude; 
thence, due North to the Northennost pai-t of the fcnirty-third degree 
of North latitude ; thence, along the said parallel of latitude to the 
river Mississippi; thence, down the said river to the river Iberville; 
aud fi:om thence, along tKe middle of the said river and lakes Manre- 
pas and Ponchartrain to the gulf of Mexico; thence, hounded by 
tJie said gulf, to the place of beginning, including all islands within 
three leagues of the coast, in Convention assembled, by virtue of an 
act of Congress, entitled, "au Act to enable the people of the Territory 
of Orleans to form a Constitution end State Government, and for the 
admission of said State into the Union, on an equal footing with the 
original States, and for other purposes;" in order to secure to all 
the citizens thereof, the enjoyment of the right of life, liberty and 
property, do ordain and establish the following Constitution or form 
of government, and do mutually agree with each other to form our- 
selves into a fi-ee and independent State, by the name of the State 
of Louisiana. 

ARTICLE I. 

Comeniiiig the. Dislnhutwn of die Pow&rs of Government. 
Seotion 1. The powers of the Grovernment of the State of Lou- 
isiana shall be divided into three distinct departments, and each of 
them be confided to a separate body of magistracy, via : those which 
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are legislativo, to ono ; those wliioh are exeautire, to aaother ; aai 
those wMoh are judiciary, to another. 

Section 2. No poraon or collection of persons, being one of 
those departmenta, ahall eserciae any power properly belonging to 
either of the others ; esospt in the inatanocs hereinafter e:£pres6ly 
directed or permitted. 

ARTICLE II. 

Oanceming the Legislative U^arlment. 

Section 1. The legislative power of this State ahall he vested 
in two distinct hranohea, the ono to be styled the House of Repre- 
sentatives; the other, the Senat«; and both together, the General 
Assembly of the State of Louisiana. 

Section 2. The members of the House of Representatives shall 
continue in service for the term of two years from the day of the 
commencement of the general election. 

Section 3. RepresBntatives shall be ohosen on the first Monday 
in July, every two years; and the General Assembly shall convene 
on the first Monday in Jamiary in every year, nnless a different day 
be appointed by law, and their sessions shall be held at the seat of 
government. 

Section 4. No person shall be a Representative who, at the time 
of his election, is not a free white male citizen of the United States, 
and hath not attained to the age of twenty-one years, and resided in 
the State two years next preceding his election, and the last year 
thereof, in the county for which he may be chosen, or ia the district 
for which he ia elected, in case the said counties may be divided into 
separate districts of election, and baa not held, for ono year, in the 
said county or district, landed property to the value of five hundred 
dollars, agreeably to the last list. 

Section, 5. Elections for Representatives for the several counties 
entitled to representation, shall be held at the places of holding 
their respective Courts, or in the several election precinota into 
which tlw Legislature may think proper, from time to time, to 
divide any or all of those oountiea. 

Seeiion 6. Representation shall be equal and uniform in this 
State, and shall be forever regulated and aaeertained by the nuniher 
of qualified electors therein. In the year one thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirteen, and every fourth year thereafter, an enumeration 
of all the electors shall be made ia such manner as shall be directed 
by law. The number of Representatives shall, in the several years 
of making these enumerations, be ao fixed as not to be less than 
twenty-five nor more than fifty. 

Section 7. The House of Representatives shall ohooao its 
Speaker and other oficeTs. 

Section 8. In all elections for Representatives every free white 
male citizen of the United States, who, at the time being hath at- 
tained to the age of twenty-one years and resided in the county in 
which he oifers to vote one year next preceding the election, and who 
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in tliQ last six months prior to tho said election, shall hare paid a 
State tax, shall enjoy ti»e right of an elector : Provided however, 
TJiat every free white male citizen of the United States who sial! 
Lave pai'chased land from the United States, shall have the right of 
votiug whenever he shall have the other qualifications of age and 
residence above prescribed. Electors shall, in al! cases, except 
treason, felony, breach of surety of peace, he privileged from arrest 
dnring their attendance at, going to, or returning from elections. 

Sectian 9. The members of the Senate shall be chosen fur the 
term of four years; and when asaeaibled, have the power to choose 
its of&oere annually. 

Section 10. The State shall be divided into fourteen Senatorial 
Disiricts, which shall forever remain indivisible, as follows : the par- 
ish of St, Bernard and Plaquemine including the country above ae 
far as the land (Des Prehears,) on the East of the Mississippi, and 
on the West as far as Bernoudy's canal, shall form one district. 
The eitj of New Orleans, beginning at the Nun's Plantation above 
and estending below as far as the above mentioned canal (Des P6- 
cheurs,} inclnding the inhabitants of the bajoa St. John, shall form 
the second distnet, the reminder of the county of Orleans shall , 
form the third-diBtriot. Tii6 counties of G-erman Coast, Acadia, La- 
foui-ohe, Iberville, Point Ooupfe, Concordia, Attakapas, Opelousas, 
Kapides, Natchitoches and Ouachita, shall each form one district, 
and ea«h district shall elect a Senator. 

Section 11. At the session of the General Assembly after this 
Constitution takes effect, the Senators shall be divided by lot, as 
equally as may be, into two classes; the seats of the Senators of the 
first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the second year ; of 
the second class, at the expiration of the fourth year ; so that one 
half shall be ohosMi every two years, and a rotation thereby kept up 
perpetually. 

Stction 12. No person shall be a Senator who, at the time of 
his election, is not a citizen of the United States, and who bath not 
attained to the age of twenty-seven years, resided in this State four 
years next preceding his iSlection, and one year m the district in 
ivhioh he may be chosen ; and unless he holds within the s^me a 
landed property to the value of one thousand dollais agreeably to 
the tas list. 

Section 13. The first election for Senators shall he geneial 
throughout the State, and at the same time that the general election 
for Kepreaeutatives is hold; and thereafter theio shall be a biennial 
election <»f Senators to fill the place of tbi^e whose term of service 
may have expired. 

Seetioii 14. Not less than a majority of the members of each 
House of tho General Assembly, shall form a quorum to do business; 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and shall bo 
authorized by law to compel the attendance of absent members, 

I such manner and under such penalties as may be prescribed 



Section 15. Eu,eh House of the General Assembly shall judge 
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of the qualifications, elections and retwrns of its members, but a 
contested election shall be determined in such manner ai shall bo 
cilreeted by law. 

Section 16. Ea*h House of the General Assembly may determ- 
ine the rules of its proceedings, punish a member for disorderly 
behayior, and with, the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member, 
but not a second time for the aamo offence. 

Section 17. Each House of the fteneral Assembly shall keep 
. and publish weekly, a journal of its proceedings, and the yeas and 
nays of the members on any question, shall, at the desire of any two 
of them, be entered on their journal. 

Section 18. Neither House, during the session of the General 
Assembly, shall, wilhout the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any otter place than that in which they may 
be sitting. 

Section 19. The members of the General Assembly shall, sev- 
erally, receive from the public treasury, a compensation for their 
services, wbioh shall be four dollars per day, during their attendance 
on, going to and returning t'om the sessions of their respective 
houses : Provided, That the same may be increased or diminished by 
law ; but no alteration shall take effect during the period of service 
of the members of the House of Representative, by whom such al- 
terations skall have been made. 

Section 20. The members of the General Assembly shall, in all 
oases except treason, felony, breach of surety of ihe peace, be privi- 
leged from arrest, during their attendance at the sessions of their 
respective bouses, and in going to or returning from the same, and 
for any speecli or debate in either Louse they shall not be questioned 
in any other place. 

Section 21. No Senator or Representative shall, during the term 
for wbioh he was elected, nor for oue year thereafter, be appointed 
or elected to any civil office of profit under this State, which shall 
have been created, or the emoluments of which shall have been in- 
creased during the time such Senator or Kepiesentative was ia ofSce, 
escopt to such oSoes or appointments as may be filled by tJie elec- 
tions of the people. 

Section 22. No person, while he continues to exercise the func- 
tions of a clergyman, priest or teacher of any religious persuasion, 
society or sect, shall be eligible to the General Assembly, or to any 
ofiice of profit or trust under this State. 

Section 23. No person who, at any time, may have been a col- 
lector of taxes for the State, or the assistant or deputy of such 
collector, shall be eligible to the ' General Assembly, until he shall 
have obtained a quietus for the amount of suob collection, and for all 
public moneys for which he may be responsible. 

Section 24. No bill shall have the force of a law until, on three 
several days, it be read over in each House of the General Assembly, 
and free discussion allowed thereon ; unless in case of urgency, four- 
fifths of the House where the bill shall bo depending, may deem it 
expedient to dispense with this rule. 
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.Section 25. All bills for raising revenue sliall originate in tlie 
House of Bepreaentatiyes, but the Senate may propose ameniJments, 
as in other bills: Pi-ovided, That they Bhall not introduce any new 
matter, under the color of an araendiaent, which does not relate to 
raising » revenue. 

Section 26. The &eneral Assembly shall i-egulate, by laW, T)y 
whom and in what manner writs of election shall be issued to fill va- 
cancies which may happen in either branch thereof.

Seciion 1. Tbo supreme executive power of the State shall be 
vested in a chief magistrate, who shall be styled the Governor of the 
State of Louisiana. 

Section 2. The (Jovernor shall he elected for the te?iii of four 
years, is the following manner : the citizens entitled to vote for Bep- 
reseuta lives shall vote for a Governor at the time and place of 
voting for Eepreaentatives and Senators. IHieir votes shall be return- 
ed by the ^rsona presiding over the elections to the scat of govam- 
ment, addressed to the President of the Senate; and on the second 
day of the General Aaaembly, the members of the two houses shall 
meet in the House of Eepresentatives, and immediately after, the 
two candidates who shall have obtained the greatest aumbsr of votes

Section 22. The free white'men of this State shall be armed and 
disciplined for its defense ; but those who belong to leligioua socie- 
ties whose tenets forbid them to carry arms, shall cot be compelled 
BO to do, bat ahall pay an eqaivolent for personal services.

The Eastern Cieti-iot to consist of ths 
counties of New Orleans, German Coast, Aondia, Lafourche, Ibei- 
ville and Point Couple ; tie Western Distriot to consist of the coun- 
ties of Attaliapas, Opebnsas, Bapides, Concordia, Natchitoches and 
Odttchita. The Supreme Court shell hold its sessions in each yeai-;

however, That every five years the Legislature may change the placo 
of holding said Conrt in ^e Western Disti-ict.

i3eetioji 10. The clerks of the several Courts shall he removabh; 

for bea&h of good behavior, by the Court of Appeals ouly, who shall 

be judge of the fact as well as of the law. 

Seetion 11. The ejusiing laws "in this Territory, when this Oon- 

sMtution goes iato effect, shall continue to be in force until altered 

or abolished' by the Legislature : Provided, however, That the Legie- 
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iature shall never adopt any sjatem or code of laws, by a geaei-al 
reference to the said aystem or oode; but in all oases, shall Bpacify 
the several ptOTisions of the laws it may eaact. 

Sei:tion 12. The judges of all the Conrts within this State shall, 
a« often as it may be po^ible so to do, in every definite Judgcnont, 
refer to the partieular law, in virtns of wiiict such judgment may 
have been rendered^ and in aJl cases, addaeo the reasoas on which 
their judgment is founded. 

ARTICLE V. 

Concerning Impaadimeni. 

Section 1. The power of impeachmeat shall be veated in the 
House of Kepcesentatives alone. 

Section 2. All impeachments shall be tried by the Senate. 
When sitting for that purpose the Senators shall be upon oath or 
affiriqation, and no person shall be convicted without the coneurrenoe 
of two-thirds of the members present. 

Section S. The Governor and all civil officers shall be liable to 
impeachment for any misdemeanor in ofSce, but judgment, in euoh 
cases, sUall not extend further than .to the removal from office and 
diaqualifioatioE to hold any office of honor, trust or profit under this 
State ; bat the parties coavicted shall, neverthelessj be liable and 
subject to indictment, trial and punishment, aeeording to law-

Section 1. Members of the General Assembly and all ofSocis, 
executive and judicial, befow they enter upon the execution of their

partially dischai-ge and pei'form all the duties incumbent upon me

Seelion 13. In all elections by the people, and also by the Senate 
and House of Kepi-eaeutatives, jointly or separately, the vote shall be 
given by ballot. 

Section 14. No member of Oongreas, nor person holding or ex- 
ercising any oStce of ta'ust or profit under the United States, or either 
of them, or under any foreign powers, shall be eligible as a member 
■of ihe General Asseniblj of tMa State, or hold or esei-ciae any office 
of trust or profit under the same. 

Section 15. All the laws that may be passed by the Le^slatnre, 
and the public ivacorda of this State, and the judicial and legislative 
written proceeding of the same, shall be promulgated, preserved and 
conducted in the language in which the Constitution of the United 
States is written. 

Section 16. The General ABsembly shall direct, by law, how 
persons who are now, or may hereafter become securities for public 
offiecs, may be relieved or disohai'ged on account of such securityship. 
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Secticm 17. No power of B\ispendiHg tlie lawa of this State slidl 
be eserciaed, unless by the Legislature or its authority. 

Section 18. In aU criminal prosecations the accused have the 
right of being heard by himself or ooucael, of demanding the nature 
and cause of the aoeueation against him, of meeting the witnesses 
face to face, of haying compnlaory pi'Gcese for obtaining witnesisea in 
his f^vor, and pi-osecntiona hy indictment or information, a epeedy 
public U-ial by au impartial jui-y of tha Ticlnage, nor shall he be 
compelled to giye cvideaoe against himself. 

Ssctimi 19. All priaoneiijs shall ho bailable by sufficient securities, 
unless fOi' capital ofenees, where the proof is evident or the presamp- 
tioa great, and the piivilegea of the writ of habeas coitus shall not 
be suspended unless when in cases of rebellion or invasion the public 
safety may require it. 

Sectimi 20. No ex post facto law nor any law impairing the 
obligation of contracts shall b" paes^d 

Section 21. Printing piesjea hiU be free to every person who 
undertakes to examine th" pioeeei'ings oi the Lpgislatui-e, or any 
other branch of the toveramea*, rnd no law ahali ever be made to 
restrain the right theieof The fiee communic-\tions of thoughts 
and opicions is one of the invaluable rights of inai», and every 
titizen may freely speak, write and print on any subject, being reapon- 
gible for the abuse of that liberty. 

Section 22, Emigration from the S'^ate shall not be prohibited. 

Section 23. The citizens of the town of New Orleans shall have 
the right of appointing the several public officers necessary for the 
administration and the police of tha said city, pursuant to the mode 
of election which shall be prescribed by the Legislatnre : Provided, 
That the Mayor and Eecorder be ineligible to a seat in the General 



Section 24, The seat of government shall continue at New Or- 
leans ftntil i-emoved by law._ 

Section 25. All laws contrarj to this Conatitution shall be duU 
and void. 

Mode of Esvisiiig the C'omtiiution. 
SecHon 1. When experience shall point out the necessity of 
amending this Constitution, and a majority of all the memhera elected 
to each House of the General Assembly shall, within tie firsn twenty 
days of their stated aunaal session, concur in passing a law, specify- 
ing the alterations intended to be made, for taMng lie sense of the 
good people of this State, as to the necessity and expediency of 
calling a Convention, it shall bo the duty of the several returning 
of&cera, at the next general election which shall be held for Eepre- 
sentatives after the patjsage of such a law, to open a poll for, and 
make return to the Secretary for the time being, of the name^ of all 
those entitled to vote for Representatives, who have voted for calling 
a Convention; and if thereupon, it shall appear that a majority of 
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all the (itizena of this State entitled to vote for Ilepresent;ttivos, have 
voteil for a Convention, tho General Assembly shall direct that a 
simil»r poll shall he opened, and taken for the nest year; and if 
therenpon, it shall appear that a majority of all the citiaena of thfe 
State entitled to Tote for Representatives, have voted for a Oonven- 
tion, the General Assembly shall, at their next session, call a 
Convention, to consist of ■ as many members aa there shall bo in the 
General Assembly, and no more, to he chosen in the same manner 
and proportion, at the same places and at the same time that Sepre- 
sentatives are, by citizens entitled to vote for Representatives; and 
to meet within three months after .the said eleotioo, for the purpose 
of readopfing, amending, or changing this CoBstitution. But if it 
shall appear by the vote of either year, as aforesaid, that a majority 
of ail the citizens entitled to vote for Representatives, did not veto 
for a Convention, a Convention shall not be called. 

SCHEBULE. 

Section 1. That no inconveniences may arise from the chango of 
a Territorial to -a permanent State Government, it is declared by the 
Convention that all rights, suits, actions, prosecations, claims and 
contraols, both' as it respects individnals and bodies corporate, shall 
continue as if no change had taken place in this Government in 
Tirtue of the laws now in force, 

Siction 2. All fines, penalties and forfeitures, due and owing to 
tlie Territory of Orleans shall inure to the use of the State. All 
bonds executed to the Goyemor or any other officer, in his official 
capacity, in the Territory, shall pass over to the Governor or to the 
officers of the State and their successors in office, for the use of the 
State, by him or by them to be respectively assigned over to the use 
of those concerned, as the case may be. 

Section 3. The Governor, Secretary and Judges, and all other 
officers under the Teititorial Government, shall continue in the exer- 
cise of the duties of their respective departments until the said 
officers are superceded under the authority of this Constitution. 

Section i. All laws now in force in ^is Territory, not inconsis- 
tent with this Constitution, shall continue and remain in fuU effect 
until repealed by the Legislature. 

Section 6. The Governor of this State shall make use of his 
private seal until a State seal be procured. 

Section 6. The oaths of office herein directed to be taken, mfij 
be administered by any justice of the peace, until the Legislature 
shall otherwise direct. 

Section 7. At the expiration of the time after which this Consti- 
tution is to go into operation, or immediately after official information 
shall have been received that Congress have approved of the same, 
the President of the Convention shall issue wi'its nf election to the 
proper officers in the different counties, enjoining thom ki cause an 
election to be held for Governor and mcmliorB of the General As- 
sembly, in each of theiv respocfive district!.. The clcctaon shall 
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commenco on the fourth Monday following the clay of the date of tho 
President's proclamation,- and shall take place on the same day 
throughont the State. The mo^de and duration of the said election 
shall be detecmined by the laws now in force : Provided, however, 
that in case of ahaenee or disability cf the President of the Conven- 
tion to cause the said elootioa to be carried into effect, the Secretary 
of the Convention sSiall discharge the duties hereby impoBed on the 
President; and that in ease of absence of the Secretary, a committee 
of Messrs. Blanque, Brown and Urquhart, or a majority of them, 
shall discharge the duties herein imposed on the Secretary of the 
Convention ; and the members of the General Assembly thus elected, 
shall assemble ou the fourth Monday thereafter at the seat of gov- 
ernment The Governor and members of the General Assembly, for 
this time only, shall enter upon the duties of their respective offices 
immediately after their election, and shall continue in office in the 
manner and dniing the same period they would have done had they 
been elected on the first Monday of July, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and twelve. 

Section §■ Until the first enumeration shall be made, ae directed 
in the sisth section of the second article of this Cosstitution, the 
county of Orleans shall, be entitled to sis Representatives, to be 
elected as follows : one by the Pirst Senatorial District within the 
said county, four by the Second District, and one by the Third Dis- 
trict. The county of German Coast, to two Representatives; the 
county of Acadia, to two Eepresentativcs; the county of Dierville, 
to two Representatives ; the county of luttfoutehe, to two E,epr8sen- 
tatives, to be elected as follows : one by the parish of Assumption, 
and the other by the parish of the interior; the connty of Rapides, 
to two Kepresentatives ; the county of Natchitoches, to oiie Repre- 
sentative ; the county of Concordia, to one Representative ; the 
county of Ouachita, to one Representative; the connty of Opelou- 
sas, to two Iiepresentatives ; the connty of Attatapas to three Rep- 
resentatives, to be elected as follows; two by the parish of St. Mar- 
tin, and the liird by the parish of St. Mary; and the respective 
Senatorial Districts created by this Constitution, to one Senator

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CONSTITUTION OF 1845. 



We, tlic People of the State of Louisiana, do ordain and estatilish 
tiia Constitution. 

TITLE I. — DISTRIBUTION OF POWERS, 

Art. 1. The powers of the Grovernment of the State of LoniBiana 
shall be divided iato three distinct departments, and each of them be 
confined to a separate body of magistracy, to wit ; those which are 
legislative to one; those which are executive to another; and those 
which are judicial to another. 

Art. 2. No one of these departments, nor any person holding 
office in one of them, shall esercise power properly belonging to 
either of the others, escept in the instances hereinafter expressly di- 
rected or permitted. 

TITLE II,— LE&ISLATIVE DBPAKTMENT. 

Art. 3. The Legislative powers of the State shall be vested in 
two distinct branches, the one to be styled the " House of Represen- 
tatives," the other "The Senate," and both, the "Ghneral Assembly 
of the Stat* of Louisiana." 

Art. 4. The members of the House of Representatives shall 
continue in service for the term of two years from the day of the 
closing of the general elections. 

Art. 5. Representatives shall be chosen on the first Monday in 
November, every two years; and the election shall bo completed in 
one day. The Geaeral Assembly shall meet every second year, on 
the third Monday in January next ensuing the election, unless a dif- 
terent day be appointed by law, and their session shall be held at 
the scat of government. 

Aet. 6, ,No porsoa shall be a Representative who at tho time of 
his election is not a free white male, and has not been for three years 
a citizen of the United States, and has not attained the age of twenty- 
one years, and resided in the State for the three years next preceding 
tile election, and the last year thereof in the parish for which he may 
be chosen. 
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Art. 7. Electiflas fox Ecpi-escntatiTes for the several parishes or 
representative districts shall ba held at tlie several election precincts 
established by law. The Legislataie mnj delegate the power of 
estahlishing election precincts to ihe parochial or nmnioipal authori- 
ties. 

Art. 8. Representation in the House of Bepresentatives shall 
he equal and uniform, and shall be regulated and ascertained by tjio 
number of qualified electors. Each parish shall have at least one 
representative; no new parish shall be created with a territory less 
than sis hundred and twenty-five square miles, nor with a number 
of electors less than the full nnmber entitling it to a represuntativej 
nor when the creation of such new parish would ieave any other 
parish without the said extent of territory and number of electors. 

The first enumeration to be made by the State authorities under 
thk Constitution, shall be made in the year 1847 ; the second, in the 
year 1855 ; and the subsequent enumerations shall be made every 
tenth year thereafter, in such manner as shall be prescribed by law 
for the purpose of Moertaining the total population and the number 
of qualified electors in each pai-ish and election district. 

At the first regular session of the Legislature after the making of 
each enumeration, the Leeislature shall apportion the repres'intation 
amongst the several parishes and election districts on the basis of 
qualified electors as aforesaid. A representative number shall be 
fixed, and each pariah and election district shall have as many repre- 
sentatives as the aggregate number of .its electors will entitle it to, 
and an additional representative for anj fraction esceeding one-half 
the representative, number. The number of representatives shall not 
be more than one hundred, nor less than seventy. 

That part of the parish of Orleans situated on the left bank of the 
Mississippi shall be divided into nine representative districts, as fol- 
lows, viz : 

Ist, First district to extend from the line of the parish of Joffer- 
son to the middle of Benjamin, Estelle and Thalia streets. 

2d. Second district to extend from the last mentioned limits to 
the middle of Julia street, until it strikes the New Orleans (Janal, 
tience down said Canal to the Lake. 

3d. Third district to comprise the residue of the Second Munici- 
pality. 

4th. Foiu:th district to extend from the middle of Canal street to 
the middle of St. Louis street, until it peaches the Metallic toad, 
thence alone said road to the New Orleans Canal. 

5th. Fifth district to extend from the last mentioned limits to the 
middle of St. Philip street, thence down said streei until its intersec- 
tion with the Bayou ,St, John, thence along the middle of said bayon 
until it intersects the Metairie road, thence along said road until it 
i-eaches St. Lonis-sti-eet. 

6th. Sixth district to compose the residue of the First Munici- 
pality. 

7th. Seventh district, from the middle of Esplanade street to the 
.Uiiddle of Champa Elyaeea litrcct. 
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8tli h ohtL 1 t ct ti m the middle of Champs Elypees street to 
the m d lie of Lngheiu street and Lafayette avemic.

Art ^ The House of Bej resentatives-aliall choose its Speaker 
and othei ofliceis. 

'Akt. id In all elections by the people, every free white male, 
who has been- two years a citizen of the United States, who has attained 
the age of twenty-one years, and resided in the State two eonsecative 
years nest preceding the election, and the last year thereof, in the 
parish in ■which he offers to vote, shall have. the right of voting : Pro- 
vided, That, no person shall be deprived of the right of voting, who, 
at the' time of the adoption of this Constitution, was entitled to that 
right under the Constitufion of 1812.. Electors shall, in all oases 
except treason, felony, breitch of surety of the peace, be privileged 
irom arrest during their attendance at, going to, or returning from 
elections. 

Art. 11, Absence from the State for more than ninety consecu- 
tive days, shall interrupt the acquidtion of the residence required in 
the preceding section, unless the person, absenting himself shall be a 
housekeeper, or shall occupy a tenement forcarrying on business, 
and his dwelling-house or tenements for carijing on business shall 
be actually occupied during his absence by his family or servaaits, 
or some portion thereof, or by some one employed by him. 

Aht, 12, No soldier, seaman, or marine in the Army or Navy 
of the United States, no pauper, no person under interdiction, nor 
under conviction of any crime punishable with hard labor, shall be 
entitled to a vote at any election in this State. 

Aet. 13, No person, shall be entitled to vote at any election held 
in this State, except in the parish of his residence, and in cities and 
towns divided into election precincts, in the election precinct in which 
he resides. 

Art. 14. The members of the Scnato shall be ciiosen for the 
term of four years. The Senate, when assembled, shall have the 
power to choose its officers every two years. 

Art, 15. The Legislature, in every .year in which they shall ap- 
portion representation in the House of Representative s, ^all divide 
the State into Senatorial districts. No parish shall be divided iu the 
formation of a Senatorial district, the parish of Orleans excepted. 
And whenever a new parish shall be created, it shall be attached to 
the Senatorial district from which most of it-s territory was taken, or 
to another contiguous district, at the discretion of th.e Legislature; 
but shall not be attached to more than one district. The number of 
Senators shall be thirty-two, and they shall be apportioned among 
the Senatorial districts according to the total population contained in 
the several districts : Provided, That no parish shall be entitled to 
more than one-eighth of the whole number of Senators. 

Art, 16. In all apportionments of the Senate, the population of 
the city of Now Orleans shall be deducted from the population of the 
whole SfatOj and the remainder of the population divided by the 
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number twenty-eight, and tlie result produced by this division siali 
he the Senatorial ratio entitling a Sensitorial district to a Senator. 
Single or contiguous parbhes shall be formed into districts having 
a population the nearest possible to the number entitling a district 
to 3 Senator ; and if, in the apportionment to be made, a parish or 
district fal! short of or exceed the ratio one-fifth, then a district may 
lie formed having not more thab two Senators, but not otherwise. 
No new apportionment shall have the effect of abridging the term of 
service of any Senator already elected at the time of making the ap- 
portionment. After an enumeration has been made as directed in 
the (eighth) article, the Legislature shall not pass any law until an 
apportionment of representation in both houses of the General As- 
sembly be made. 

Art. 17. At the irst session of the General Assembly after this 
Constitution takes efiect, the Senators shall be equally divided by lot 
into two classes ; the seats of the Senators of the first class shall be 
vacated at the expiration of the second year ; of the second class, at 
the expiration of the fourth year ; so that one-half shall be chosen 
every two years, and a rotation tbereby kept up perpetually. In 
case any district shall have elected two or more Senators, sMd Sena- 
tors shall vacate their seats respectively at the end of two and four 
years, and lots shall be drawn between thom. 

Akt. 18. No person shall be a Senator, who, at the time of big 
election, has not been a citizen of the United States ten years, and 
who has not attained the age of twenty-seven years, and resided in 
the State four years next preceding his election, and the last year 
thereof in the district in which he may have been chosen. 

Art. 19. The first election for Senators shall be general through- 
out the State, and at the same time that the general election for 
Representatives is held ; and thereafter there shall be biennial elec- 
tions to fill the places of those whose time of service may have ex- 
pired. 

Art: 20. Not less than a majority of the members of each Honse 
of the General Assembly shall form a quorum to do business ; but a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and shall be author- 
ized by law to compel the attendance of absent members. 

Art. 21. Each House of the General Assembly shall judge of 
the qualification, election, and returns of its members; but a con- 
tested election shall be determined in such manner as shall be di- 
rected by law. 

Art. 22. Eact House of the General Assembly may determine 
the rules of its proceedings, punish a member for disorderly behaviourj 
and with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member, but not a 
second time for the same offence. 

Art. 23, Each House of the General Assembly shall keep and 
publish a weekly journal of its proceedings; and the yeas and nays 
of the members on any question, shall, at the desire of any two of 
them, be entered on the journal. 

Art. 24, Each Hoase may punish by imprisonment, any per- 
son not a member, for disrespectful and disorderly behaviour in its 
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presence, or for obstniotiiig any of its procoedings. Suoli imprisou- 
ment shall Hot exceed ten days for any one offence, 

Art- 25. Neither House, during the session of the General As- 
semhly, shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which they may 
be sitting. 

Art. iQ. The members of the Gtenei-al Assemhly shall receive 
from the public tiea^iury a compensation for their services, which 
shall he. four dollars per day during their attendance, going to and 
returning from the session of their respective Houses. The compen- 
sation may be increased or diminished by law; but no alteration shall 
take effect dimng the period of service of the members of tho House 
of Representatives hy whom such alteration shall have been made. 
No session shall extend to a period beyond sixty days, to date from 
its comtnencement, and any lepslative action had after the espiration 
of 'the said sixty days, shall be null and void. .This provision shall 
not apply to the first Legislstiire which is. to convene after tlie adop- 
tion of this Constitution. 

Art. 27. The members of the General Assembly shall, in all 
cases except treason, felony, breach of surety, of the peace, be piivi- 
leged from arrest during their attendaooe at the sessions of their 
respective Houses, and going to or retuj'ning from the same ; and 
for any speech or dobato in eiflier House, they shall not be questioned 
in any other place. 

Art. 28. No Senator or Representative shall, during the term 
for which he was elected, nor for one year th->ieafter, be appointed or 
elected to any civil of&ce of profit under this State, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shili hive been increased 
during the time such Senator or Representative was in oflice, except 
toauch offices or appointments as may be filled by tho i,lectijus of the 
people. 

Ar3. 29. No person, while he continues to exeiusc the functions 
of a clergyman, priest, or teacher of any religiius persuasion, society 
or sect, fihaU be eli^hle to the General Assemhly 

Art. 30. No person who at any time may have been a collector 
of taxes, or who may have been otherwise entrusted with public 
money, shall he eligible to the General Assembly or to any office of 
profit or trust under tho State government until he shall have ob- 
tained a discharge for the amount of such collections, and for all pub- 
lic moneys with which he may have been entrusted. 

Art. 31. No bill shall have the force of a law until on three 
several days it he read over in each House of the Greneral Assembly, 
and free diseu^ion allowed thereon ; unless in case of urgency, four- 
fifths of the House where the bill shall be pending, may deem it ex- 
pedient to dispense with this rule. 

Art. 32. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the 
House of Representatives, but the Senate may propose amendments, 
as in other bills : Provided, they shall not introduce any new matter 
under color of an amendment, which does not relate to raising re- 
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Art. 33. Tbe Goneral Assembly shal! regulate by law, by wbom 
and in what manner writs of election shall be issued to fill vaeanciea 
wbich may happen in either branoh thereof. 

Art. 34. A majority of the members elected to the Senate shall 
fee required for the confirmation or rejection of officers to bs appoint- 
ed by the G-overnor, with the adviee and consent of the Senate 5 and 
the Senate in deciding thereon, shall vote by yeas and nays, aad the 
names of the Senatflrs voting for and against the appointments res- 
pectively, shall be entered on a journal to be kept for that purpose, 
and made public at the end of ea«h session, or before. 

Art, 35. Returns of .all elections for members of the General 
Assembly ^ball be made to the Secretary of State. 

Art. 36. A Treasurer of the State shall be elected biennially by 
joint ballot of the two Houses of the General Assembly. The G-ov- 
ernor. shall have power to fill any vacancy that may happen in that 
office during the recess of the Legislature. 

Art. S7. In the yeariu which a regular election for a Senator 
of the United States is to tahe place, the members of tbe General 
Assembly shall meet in, the Hall of the House of Representatives on 
the Monday following the meeting of the Legislature, and proceed to 
the said election, 

TITLE III — EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Art. 38. The Supreme Esecutive power of the State shall be 
vested in a Chief Magistrate, who shall be styled the Governor of the 
State of Louisiana. He shall hold his office during the term of fotir 
years; and, together with the Lieutenant Governor, chosen for the 
same term, be elected as follows ; The qualified electors for Keprs' 
sentatives shall vote for a Governor and Lieutenant Governor, at the 
time and place of voting for representatives; the returns of every elec- 
tion shall be sealed up and transmitted by ijie proper returning officer 
to the Secretary of State, who shall deliver them to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives on the second day of the session of the 
General Assembly then next to be holden. The members of the 
General Assembly shall meet in the House of Representatives to ex- 
amine and count the votes. The person having the greatest number of 
votes for Governor shall be declared duly elected ; but if two or more 
persons shall be equal, and the highest in the number of votes polled 
for Gtovei^nor, one of tiern shall immediately be chosen Governor, by ' 
joint vote of the members of the General Assembly. The person 
having the 'greatest number of votes for Lieutenant G-ovemor, shall 
be Lieutenant Governor ; but if two or more persons shall be equal, 
and highest in the number of votes polled for. Lieutenant Governor, 
one of them shall be immediately chosen Lieutenant Governor .by 
joint vote of the members of the General Assembly. 

Art. 39. No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor, who shall not have attained the age of thirty- 
five years, been fifteen years a citizen of the United States, and it 
resident within the State for the same space of time next preoeeding 
his election. 
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Art. 40. The Govcrnoi- sliall eater on the disoharge of hia du- 
ties on the fourth Monday of January nest ensuing his election, and 
shall continue in office until the Monday next suooeediag the day 
that hia suocessor shall be declared duly elected, and shall have taken 
the oath or afSrmation prescribed by the Constitution. 

Akt. 41, Tho Grovernor shall ha ineligible for the succeeding 
four years after tha expiration of the time for which he shall have 
' been elected. 

Akt. 42. No member of CoDgress or person holding any office 
under the United Statos, or minister of any religious society, shall 
ba eligible to the office of Governor or Lieutenaut Governor. 

Art. 43. In case of the impeachment of the Governor, feia I'e- 
moval from office, death, refusal or inabiKty to qualify, resignation 
or absence from the State, the powers and duties of the office shall 
devolve upon the Lieutenant Governor for the residue of the term, 
or until she Governor, absent or impeached, shall return or- be ac- 
quitted. The Legislature may provide by law for the case of removal, 
impeachment, death, resignation, disability or refusal to qualify, of 
both the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, dechtring what officer 
shall act as Grovernor; and such officer shall aot accordingly, until 
the disability be removed, .or for the residue of the term. 

Art. 44. The Lieutenant Governor or other officer discharging 
the duties of Governor, shall, during his administration, receive the 
same compensation to which the Governor would have been entitled 
had he continued in office. 

Aet. 45, The Lieutenant Governor shall, by virtue of his office, 
be President of the Senate, but shall have only a casting vote therein. 
Whenever he shall administer the Government, or shall be unable 
to attend as President of the Senate, the Senators shall elect one of 
their own members as President of the Senate for the time being. 

Abt. 46. While he acts as President of the Senate, the Lieu- 
Jsnaat Governor shall receive for hia services the same compensation . 
which shall for the same' period be allowed to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives and no more

Aet. 52. He may require information in w t n^, f om the offi- 
cers in the Executive Department, upon any subject elat n^ to tha 
dutioB of their respeotipe offices. 

Art. 53. He shall, from time to time, give to the Groneral As- 
sembly information respecting i.he situation of the bf to nl r com- 
mend to their eonsideratjon such measures a. he n y de m xpe- 
dient. 

Akt. 54. He may, on estraoi-dinary occasions, convene the Gen- 
eral Assembly at tke Seat of Groverament, or at a different place, if 
tbat should have become dangerous from au onemy or from epidemic; 
and in case of diBogreement between the two Louses as to the time of 
adjournmpnt, he may adjonrn them to such time as he may think 
proper, not exceeding four months. 

Art. 65, Ho shall take care that the laws he ftiithfully ese- 
outed.

Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concnr- 
rence of both houses may be necessary, except on a question of 
adjournment, shall be presented to the Governor, and, before it shall 
take effect, be approved by him ; or, being disapproved, shall bo 
repassed by two-thirds of the members elected to each House of the 
General Assembly. 

, Art, 6S, There shall be a Secretary of State, who shall hold his 
office during the time for which the Governor shall have been eltcted. 
The records of the State shall be kept and preserved in the office of 
the Secretary ; he shall keep a fair register of the official acts and 
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pi-oeeediDga of the G-u\iinor, and, when neepssarj, '*bill attest them. 
He shall, when ici{uiioi], lij tho -aid rcgrstei, and all papers, min- 
utes and Yoneheia itlauve to his f&i-e, bctore either House of the 
General Assembly, and sbiail perfoim such other duties as may be 
enjoined on liim by hw 

Art. 59. All commissions shall be m the name and by the au- 
thority of the State of Louisiaiia, and shall be sealed witli tlie Stale 
seat and signed by ths GoYeiner 

Art. 60. The free white men of the State shall be armed and 
disciplined for its defence, but those who belong to i eh gious si 
ijes, whoso tenets foibid them to CAiiy arms, ahaii not be c " 
so to do, but shall pay an equivalent for pprsonal services 

Art. 61. The mihtia oi tlie Rtito "h U be oigacizcd in auoSi 
manner aa may be hereafter deom"d most expedient by the Legis- 
lature. 

TITLE IV — JUDICIARY DBPABTMBNT. 

Art. 62. The judicial power sa^U be vestel im&uj en Cu irt 
in District Com'ts, and in Justices of the Peace 

Art. 63. The Supreme Court ezcejjt m mses heiemafler pioyi 
ded, shall have appellate junsdiotion only wh ch jurisdiction shall 
extend to all cases whan the matter m dispute aha 1 exceed three 
hundred doUiu^, and to all eases m which the constitutionnlity or le 
gality of any tax, toll, or impost of any Lind or natuie soever "hall 
be in contestation, wliat«ver may be the amount tlieieof and like 
wise to aR fioes, forfeiture^ and pencil ■j imposed by munic pal 
ocrporationa ; and in criminal cases on queB ions of law alone when 
ever tlie punisbmeut of death or haid Ltboi may b" mfl cteJ or when 
a fine osoeeding three himdred dollars is ac aally imjosod 

Aet. 64. The Supreme Court shall b oomposed ot one Chief 
Justice and three Associate .fusticea <t majon y of wh m shill con 
Biitute a quorum. The Chief Justice shall receive a salary of siz 
thousaud dollars, and eaob of the Associate Justices i saUiy oi five 
thousaad doUara annually. The Couit aball aj point ita own Clerka 
The Judges shall be appointed for the term oi eight years. 

Art. 65. 'W^hen tiiefii'st appointments are made under this Con- 
stittttioa, the Chief Justice shall be appointed for eight years, one of 
tie Associate Judges for sis years, one for four years, and one for 
two years; and ia the event of the death, resignation or removal of 
any of said Judges, befoie the expiration of the period for which he 
was appointed, his successor shall be appointed only for the remain- 
der ol his term ; so that the term of aeiviee of no two of said Judges 
shall expire at the same tim^. 

Art. 68. The Supreme Court shall hold its sessions in New 
Orleans, from the first Monday of the month of November to the end 
of tliH month of June, inclusive. The Legislature aiiall have power 
to fis ti.e aeasions elsewhere during the restof the year; until other- 
wise provided, the sesdons shall be held as heretofore. 

Art. 67. The Supreme Court, and each of the Judges thereof, 
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shall have powei tj issue writa oi habeas corpus at the instance of all 
persons in actual cuitoJy, under process, in all oases in which they 
may hare appellate luiisdntioii. 

Art. 68. In all cases in which the Judges sh 11 be i II d vi 
ded in opinion, the ludgmont appealed from sh 11 f 1 fli m d 
in which case each cf the Judges shall give his p f p n m 
writing. 

Art. 69. All Judges, by virtue of their offi h 11 b 
vafora of thp peice thioughout the State. The fyl f 11 p 
shall be " The State of Louisiana." All prosac t h 11 b 

vied on in the name and by the authority of the St te f L 
and conclude, against the peace and dignity of th ■wm 

Art. 70. The Judges of all the Courts with th St te h 11 
as often as may he possible bo to do, is every d fi t j dgm at 
refer to the particular law in virtue of which su h j dgm t m y b 
rendered, and in all cases, adduce the reasons o wh h th j dg 
mentis founded. 

Art. 71. No Court or Judge shall mate any 11 w by w y 

of fee or compensation in any suit or procee pt f th 

payment of such fees to ministerial officers as m y b t bl h d 
by law. 

Art. 72. No duties or functions shall be att h 1 by 1 w to th 
Supreme or District Courts, or to the several j J th t b t 
such as are judicial ; and the said Judges are pr h b t d i 
ing any fees of ofSce, or other compensation th th 1 f 

any civil duties performed by them. 

Art. 73. The Judg'^ of all Courts shall b 1 11 i p b- 
mentj but for any reasonable cause, lYhich shall not be suffiuent 
ground for iiapeachmeBt, the G-Dvem or shall remove any of them on 
the address of three-foutths of the members present of eai'h House 
of the S-eneral Assembly. In every such case, the cause or causes for 
which such removal may be required, shall be stated at length in the 
address and inserted in the journal of each house. 

Art. 74. There shall be an Attorney G-enei-al. for the State, 
and as many District Attorneys as may hereafter be found neaessary. 
They shall hold their offices for two years; their duties shall be de- 
termined by law. 

Art. 75. The first Legislature assembled under this Constitution 
shall divide the State into Judicial Districts, ■which shall remain 
unchanged for six year's, and be subject to reorganization every sixth 
yeai thereafter. 

The number of Districts shall not be less than twelve nor more 
than twenty. 

For each District, one Judge, learned in the law, shall be 
appointed, except in the Districts in which the cities of New 
Orleans and Lafayette are situated, in which the Legislature may 
establish as many District Courts as the public interest may require. 
Art. 76. Each of the said Judges shall receive a salary to be 
fixed by law, which shall not be increased or diminished during hi& 
term of office, sind shall never bo less than two thousand five hundred 
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dollars annually. He must be a citizen of the United States, over 
the age of thirty years, and have resided in the State for sis years 
next preceding his appointment, and have practised law therein for 
the space of five years. 

Art. 77. The Judges of the District. Courts shall hold' their 
offices for the term of sis years. The Judges first appointed^ shall 
be divided, hy lot, into three classes, as nearly equal as may be, and 
^he term of office of the Judges of the first class shall espire at the 
end of two years; of the second diss, at the end of four years; and 
of the third class, at the end of six years. 

AuT. 78. The District Courts shall have original jurisdiction in 
all civil oases when the amount in dispute exceeds fifty dollars, exclu- 
sive of interest. In all criminal eases, and in all matters connected 
with successions, their jurisdiction shall be .unlimited. 

Art. 79. The Legislature shall have power to vest in Clerks of 
Courts, authority to grant such orders and do such acts as may bo 
deemed necessary for the furtnerance of the administration of justice, 
and in all cases, the powers thus, granted shall, be specified and de- 
termined. 

Art. 80. The Gierke of the several Courts shall be removable 
for breach of good behavior by the Judges thereof; subject, in al! 
eases, to an appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Art. 81. The JurisJiotion of Justices of the Peace shall never 
exceed, in civil cases, the sum of one hundred dollars, exclusive of 
interest, subject to appeal to the District Court in such cases as shall 
be provided for by law. They shall he elected by the qualified voters 
of each parish for the term of two years, and shall have such crimi- 
nal jurisdiction as shall be provided for by law. 

Ajit. 82. Clerks of the District Courts in this State shall be 
elected by the qualified electors in each parish, for the tei™ of four 
years ; and should a vacancy occur subsequent to an election, it shall 
be filled hy the Judge of the Court in which such vacancy exists, 
and the person so appointed shall hold hia ofBce untU the next gene- 
ral election. 

Art. 83. A Sheriff and a Coroner shall be eltected in each parish, 
by the qualified voters thereof, who shall hold their offices for the 
term of two years, unless sooner removed. 

Should a vacancy occur in either of these offices subsequent to an 
election, it shall be filled by the Governor; an_d the person so ap- 
pointed shall continue in office until his successor shall be elected 
and qualified. 

TITLE V — IMPEACHMENT. 

Art. 84. The. power of impeachment shall be vested in the 
House of Representatives 

Art. 85. Impeachmenta of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Attorney Genera), Secretary of State, State Treasurer, and of the 
Judges of the District Courts, shall be tried by the Senate ; the 
Chief Justice of the Supi-eme 'Court, or the senior Judge thereof. 
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shall preside during tho trial of Guoh Impeaclmient. Impeaehmentis 
of the Judges of the Supreme Court shall he tried by the SoEate. 
When sitting as a Court of Impeachment, the Senators shall be upon 
oath or affirmation, and no person shall be convicted without the coa- 
currcnce of two-thirda of the Senators present. 

ArI'. 86. Judgmenta in oasea of impeachment aliall estend only 
to removal from office aod disqualification from holding any office of 
honor, trust or profit, under this State; but the convicted 'partieS 
shall, nevertheless, bs subject to indictment, trial and punish uient, 
according to law. 

Abt. 87- All officers against whom articles of impeachment may 
be preferred, shall be suspended from the exercise of their functioas 
during the pendency of such impeachment ; the appointing' power 
may make a provisional appointment to replace any suspended officer 
nnlil the decision on the impeachment. 

Art. 88. 'i'he Legialatura shall provide by law for the trial, pun- 
ishment and removal from office of all other oScers of the State, by 
indictment or otherwise. 

TITLE VI — SBNERAL PKOVISIOHS. 

Art. 89, Members of tbe Geaerai Assembly, and all officers, 
before they enter upon the duties of tiicir offices, shall take the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation : 

I, (A. B,,) do solemnly swear (or aSrm) that I will faithfully and 
impartially discharge and perfoiia all the duties incumbent on me 

as , according to the best of my abilities and understanding, 

agreeably to ihe Constitution and laws of the United States, and of 
this State ; and I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) that since 
the adoption of the present Constitution, I, being a citizen of this 
State, have not fought a duel, with deadly weapons, within this State, 
nor out of it, with a citizen of tbis State, nor have I sent of accepted 
a challenge to fight a duel with deadly weapons with a citizen of this 
State, nor have I acted as second in carrying a challenge, or aided, 
adviwd, or assisted. any person thus offending, so beip me God." 

Art, yO. Treason against the State shall consist only in levying 
vrar against it, or in adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort. ' No person shall be convicted of treason, unless oa the tes- 
timony of two witnesses to the same overt act, or his own confession 
in open court. 

Art. 91. Every person shall be disqualified from holding any 
office of trust or proiit ia this State, who shall have been convicted 
of having given, or offered a bribe to procure Ms election or appoint- 
ment. 

Art. 93. Laws shall be made to exclude from ofSce, and from 
the right of suffrage, those who aball hereafter be convicted of bribery, 
peijury, forgery, or other high crimes or misdemeanors. The privi- 
lege of free suffrage shall be supported by laws regulating elections, 
aoa prohibiting under adequate penalties, all undue influence thereon, 
from power, bribery, tumult or other improper practice. 
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Art. 93. No mouey shall be drawn from tlie Treasury but in 
pursuance of apeoific appropriation made by law, nor sball any appro- 
priation of money be made for a longer term than two years. A regu- 
lar Btatemeat and accouut of the receipts and expenditures of all public 
moneys shall be published annually, in such manner as shall be pre- 
scribed by law, 

Aet.. 94. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly to pass 
such laws 33 may be proper and necessary to decide differences of ar- 
bitration. 

Aet. 9o. All civil. officers for the State at large, shall reside with- 
in the State, nnd all district or parish officers within their district or 
parishes, and shall keep their offices at such places therein as may be 
required by law. And no person shall be elected or appointed to any 
parish office, who shall not have resided in such parish long enough 
heforp siich election or appointment to have acquired the right of 
voting in such parish ; and no person shall be elected or appointed 
to any district office who shall not have resided in such district, or an 
adjoining district, long enough before such appointment or eieotioa 
to have acquired the right of votiug for the same. 

Ae'P. 96. The duration of all offices not fixed by this Constitu- 
tion shall never exceed four years. 

Aet. 97. All civil officers, except the Governor, and Jadgcs of 
the Supreme and District Oburta, shall he removable by an address 
of a majority of the meinbers of both houses,, eseept those the re- 
removal oif whom has been otherwise provided for by tiiis Constitu- 
tion. 

Aet. 98. Abaeriee on the business of this State or of the United 
States shall not forfeit a residence once obtained, so as to deprive any 
one of the right of aufErage, or of being elected or appointed to any 
office under the exceptions contained in this Constitution. 

Art. 99. It shall be the duty of the Legislature to provide by 
law for deductions from the salaries of public officers who may be 
guilty of a ueglect of duty. 

Art. 100. The Le^slature shall point out the manner in which 
a person coming into tne Btate shall declare his residence. 

Art. 101. In all elections by the people the vote shall be by 
ballot, and in all elections by the Senate and House of Kepresenta- 
tives, jointly ot separately, the vote shall he given viva voce. 

Art. 102. No member of Congress, nor person holding or eser- 
oising any office of trust or profit under the United States, or either 
of them, or under any foreign piwer, shall be eligible as a member of 
the General Assembly, or hold or exercise any office of trust or profit 
under the Sfate. 

Akt. 103. The laws, public records, and the judicial and legisla- 
tive written proceedings oi the State, shall be promulgated, preserved 
and conducted in thelanguage in which the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States is written. 

Ar2. 104. The Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, shall be conversant with the French and English 
iangiiages, and members may address either House in the French or 
Bngliab language. 
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Art. 105. The General AsscdiIiIj sball direct Ijy law how pur- 
sona who are now, or may hereafter become surofiea for public offieors. 
may be discharged from such suretyship. 

Art. 106. No power of suspending the laws of this State shall 
be esercised, unless by the Legislature or by its authority. 

Akt. 107. Prosecutions shall be by indictment or juformation. 
The accused shall have a speedy pufelic trial by an impartial jury of 
the vicinage ; he shall not be compelled io give evidence against him- 
self; he ^11 have the right of being heard by himaiilf or ooiiusel : 
he shall have the right, unless he shall have fied from j t' f 
meeting the witnesses face to face, and shaU have comp 1 j p 
cess for obtaining witnesses in his favor. 

Art. 108. AH prisoners shall be haikbie by suffic nt t 
unless for capital offences, where the proof is evident, or p umpt n 
great ; and the privilege of the writ of habeas coi-pu>, h 11 n t bo 
suspended, unless when in case of rebellion or invasion th publ 
safety may require it. 

Akt. 109. No «» post facto law, nor any law impairing the obli- 
gation of contracts, snail be passed, aor vested rights be divested, 
unless foe purposes cf public utility, and for adequate compensation 
previously made. 

Art. 110. The press shall be free. Every citizen roay freely 
speak, write and publish his sentiments on all subjects j being re- 
sponsible for an abuse of this liberty. 

Art. 111. Emigration from the State shall not be prohibited. 

Art. 112. The General Assembly which shall meet after the 
first election of Representatives under this Constitution, shall, within 
the first month after the eommeneement of the session, designate and 
fix the seat of Government at some place not less than sixty miles 
from the city of Now Orleans, by the nearest travelling route, and 
if on the Mississippi river, by the meanders of the same; and when 
so fixed, it shall not be removed without the consent of four-fifths of 
the members of both Houses of the General Assembly. The ses- 
sions shall be held in New Orleans until the end of the year 1848. 

Art. 113.. The Legislature shall not pledge the faith of the 
State for the payment ot any bonds, bills or other contracts of obli- 
gations for the benefit or use of any person or pei-aons, corporation or 
body politic whatever. But the State shall have the right to issue 
new bonds in payment of its outstanding obligations or liabilities, 
wbethet due or not ; the said new bonds, however, are not to be used 
for a larger amount or at a higher rate of intei'est than the original 
obligations they are intended to replace. 

.^T.' 114. The aggregate amount of debts hereafter contracted 
by the Legislature, shall never exceed the sum of one hundred thous- 
and dollars, except in the esse of war, to repel invasions or suppress 
insurrections, unless the same be authorized hf some law, for some 
wngle object or work to be distinctly specified therein; which law 
shall provide ways and means, by taxation, for the payment of run- 
ning interest during the whole time for whic- said debt shall be con- 
tracted, and for the full and punctual discharge at maturity of the 
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capital bonTiwed; and aaid law shall be in'epealiible uufil tho prin- 
cipal and iaterest are fally paid 'and discharged, and ahall not be put 
into eseontion until after ite enactment by the first Legiaiftture re- 
turned by a general election after its passage. 

Akt. 115. The Legialatui'e shall provide by law for a change of 
venue id civil and criminal cases. 
'Akt. 116. No Lottery shall be autboriaed by thia State, and 
the buying and selling of lottery tickets within the State is prohi- 
bited, 

Aet. 117. JVo divorce shall be granted by the Legislature. 

Art. 118. Every law enacted by the- Legislature shall embi-aec 
but one object, and that ahall be expresaed in the title. 

Art. H9. No law shall be revised or amended by reference to 
itfi title ; but in such case, the act revised, or section ailended, shall 
de re-enacted and published at length. 

, Aet. 120. The Legislature shall never adopt any system or code 
of laws by general reference to such system or code of laws, but 
in all cases shall specify the several provisions of the laws it may 
enact. 

Art. 121. The State shall not become subscriber to the stock of 
any corporation or joint stock, company. 

Art. 122. No corporate bodyskall be hereafter created, renewed 
or extended, with banking or discounting privileges. 

Art. 128. Corporations shall not be created in this State by 
special laws, except for political or municipal purposes, but the Le- 
gislature shall provide, by general laws, for the organization of ail 
other corporationa, except corporations with banking or diaoountiug 
privileges, the creation of which is prohibited. 

Art. 124. 'l"rom and after the month of January, 1890, the 
Legislature shall have the power to revoke the charters of all corpo- 
rations whose charters shall not have expired previous to that time, 
and no oorporation hereafter to be created, ahail ever endure for a 
longer term than twenty-five years, except those which are political 
or muQicipal. 

Abt. 125. The General Amembly ahall never grant any exclu- 
sive privilege or monopoly for a longer period than twentv years. 

Art. 126. No person "shall hold or eseroise, at the same time 
more than one civil of&ce of emolument, except that of Justice ,of the 
Peace. 

Aet. 127. Taxation shall be equal and uniform throughout the 
State. After the year 184S, all property on which the taxes laaj be 
levied in this State shall be taxed in proportion to its value, to be 
ascertained as directed by law. No one species of property shall be 
taxed higher than another species of property of equal value, on 
which taxes shall be levied ; the Legislature shall have power to levy 
an income tax, and to tax^I persons pursuing any occupation, trade 
or profession. 

Aet. 128. The citizens of the city of New Orleans shall have 
the right of appointing tte several public officers nece'aaary for the 
administration of the police of the said city, pursuant to the mode oS*

that the Mayor and Reoordeii shall be ineligible to a seat in the 
General Assembly, and the Mayoi Recnideis and Aldermen stall 
be commissioned by the Governoi as Justices of the Peace, and the 
Legislature may vest in thpm such criminal jutisdietion as may be 
necessary for the punishment of minoi ciimes and offences, and as 
the police and good oider of said aty may require 

AST, 129. The Legislature miy provide bj law m what cases of- 
ficers shall continue to perform the duties of their offices until their 
Buoo^sors shall have been inducted into of&ce. 

Art. 130. Any citizen of this State who stall, after the adoption 
of this Constitution, fight a duel with deadly weapons with a citizen 
of this State, or send or accept a challenge to fight a duel with deadly 
weapons, either within this State or out of it, with a citizen of this 
State, or who shall act as second, or knowingly aid and assist in any 
manner those thus offending, shall be deprived of holding any office 
of profit, and of enjoying the right of aufeage under this Constitu- 

Aet. 131. The Legislature shall have power to extend this Con- 
stitution and the jurisdictioQ of this State over any territory acquired 
by compact with any State, or" with the United States, the same being 
done by the consent of the United States. 

Aet. 132. The Cbnstitntion and Laws of this State shall be pro- 
mulgated in the English and French languages. 

TITLE VII. — PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

Art. 133. There shall be appointed a Superintendent of Public 
Education, w!io_ shall hold his office for two years. His duties shall 
he prescribed by law. He shall receive such compensation as the 
Legislature may direct. 

Art. 134. The Legislature shall establish free Public Schools 
throughout the State, and shall provide means for theii support by 
taxation on property or otherwise. 

Art, 135. The proceeds of all lands heretofore granted by the 
United States to this State for the use or support of schools, and of 
all lands which may hereafter be granted or bequeathed to the State, 
and not expressly granted or bequeathed for any th pa p wh' h 
hereafter may be disposed of by the State, an 1 th p d f the 
estates of deceased persons, to which the Stat may b m nt tl I 
by law, shall be held by the State as a loan, nd h 11 b and mam 
a perpetual fund, on which the State shall p y n nn al at t f 
six per cent. ; which interest, together with all th nt f th n 
sold lands, shall be appropriated to the supp t f u h h 1 nd 
this appropriation shall remain inviolable. 

Art 136 All moneys arising from the al whi h ha b n 
may h aft be made «f any lands her t f g ant d by th 
Un t d Stat t this State, for the use of a m n y f 1 a n ng 
and f m any k nd of donation that may he aft b mad f that 
y p h 11 1 and remain a perpetual fund th nt t I wh h 
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at BIX pQr cent, per annum, shall be appropriated to the support of a 
seminary of learning for tho prorantioa of literature and the arts and 
scionces, and no law shall ever be made diverting said fund to any 
other use than to the establishment and improvement of said semina- 
ry of learning. 

Art. 137. An University siiall be cptablislied in the city of 
New Orleans. It shall Dp composed of four faculties, to wit : one 
of law, oae of medicine, one of the natural ecieuces, and one of 
letters. ' 

Art. 138.' It shall be called the "University of Louisiana," and 
the Medical College of Louisiana, as at present organized, shall con- 
stitute the facuby of medicine. 

Art. 139. The Legislature shall provide by law for its further 
organization and gov ernment, but shall be under no obligation to 
contribute to the establishment or support of said University by ap- 
propriations. 

TITtB Vi:i, — MODE or EBVISIN& THE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. 140. Any amendment or amendments to this Constitution 
may be proposed in tbe Senate or House of Representatives, and if 
the same shall be agreed to by three-fifths of the members elected to 
each house,. and approved by the Governor, such proposed amend- 
ments shall be entered on their journals, with the yeas and nays 
taken thereon, and the Secretary of State shall cause the same to be 
published, three months before the next general election, in at leMt 
one newspaper in French and English, in every parish in the State 
in which a newspaper shall be published ; and if in the Legislature 
nest afterwards chosen, such proposed amendment Or amendments 
shall be agr^d to by a majority of the members elected to each 
house, the Secretary of State shall cause the same again to be pub- 
lished in the manner aforesaid, at least three months previous to the 
next general election for Representatives to the State Legislature, 
and such proposed amendment or amendments shall be submitted to 
the people at oaid election ; and if a majority of the qualified electors 
shall approve and ratify such amendment or amendments, the same 
shall become a part of the Constitution. If more than one amend- 
ment be submitted at a time, they shall be submitted in such manner 
and form that the people may vote for or against each amendment 
separately. 

TITLE IX. — SCHEDULE, 

Art. 141. The "onstitution adopted in eighteen hundred and 
twelve is declared to be superceded by this Constitution, and in order 
to carry the same into effect, it is hereby declared and ordained as 
follows ; 

Art. 142. All rights, actions, prosecutions, claims and contracts, 
as well of individuals as of bodies corporate, and all laws in, force at 
the time of the adoption of this Constitution, and not inconsistent 
therewith, shall continue as if the sam.o had not been adopted.

In order that no inconvenience may result to the 
public BPrvice from the taking effect of this Constitution, no office 
shall be superseded thereby : hut the laws of the State relative to 
the duties of the several officers, Executive, Judicial and Military, 
shall remain in full force, though the same be contrary to this Con- 
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stitution, and the several duties shali hn paiformed by the respective 
officers of the State, according to the esistjiig laws, until, the oi'gan- 
iMtion of the G-overnment under this Constitution, and the entering 
into office of the new officers to be appointed under said GoTernment, 
and no longer. 

Aet. 145. Appointmenta to office by the Esecative acder this 
Constitution, shall be made by the Governor, to be elected under its 
authority. 

Akt. 146. The provisions of Article 28, concerning the inability 
of members of the Lcgislatuie to hold -iCertaiii Sfficea therein men- 
tioned, shall not be held to apply to the members of tiie ficst Legisla- 
ture elected under this Constitution. 

Art. 147. The time of service of all officers chosen by the peo- 
ple, at the first election under this Constitution, shall tprminato as 
though tke election had been holden on the fiist Monday in Novem- 
ber, 1845., and they had entered on the discbarge of then duties at 
the time designated therein. 
. Art. 148. The Legislature shall provide for the removal of all 
causes now pending in the Supreme or other Courts of the State 
under the Constitution of 1812, to Courts created by this Constita- 

Art. 149. Appeals to the Supreme Court from the parishes of 
Jackson, Union, Morehouse, Catahoula, Caldwell, Ouachita, Frank- 
lin, Carroll, Madison, Tensas, and Concordia shall, until otherwise 
provided for, be retm-nable to New Orleans. 

TITLH X. — ORDINANCE, 

Aet. 150. Immediately after the adjournment of the Convention, 
the Governor shall issue his proclamation, directing the several offi- 
cers of this State authorized by law to hold elections for members of 
the General Assembly, to open and hold a poll in every parish of the 
State, at the places designated by law, upon the first Monday of No- 
vember next, for the purpose of taking the sense of the good people 
of this State in regard to the adoption or rejection of this Constitu- 
tion ; and it shall be the duty of said officers to receive the votes of 
all persons entitled to vote under the old Constitution and ijiis Con- 
stitution. Each voter shall express his opinion by depositing ia the 
ballot box a ticket, whereon shall be written " the Constitution ac- 
cepted,'' Or " the Constitution rejected," or some such word as will 
distinotlyeonvey the intention of the voter. At the conclusion of said 
election, which shall be conducted in every respect as the general 
State election Is now conducted, the parish Judges and Commission- 
ers designated to preside over the same, shall cai-efully examine and 
shall forthwith maie due returns thereof to the Secretary of State, 
in conformity to the ptovisions of the existing law upon the subject 
of elections. 

Art. 151. Upon the receipt of the said returns, or on the first 
Monday of December, if the returns he not sooner received, it shall 
be the. duty of the Governor, the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
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General and the State TreaBurer, in the presence of all such persons 
a,s may choose to attend, to' compare the votes given at the said poll 
for the ratifloation and rejection of thia Ooiistitution, and if it shall 
appear from said returns that a majority of all the votes given are for 
ratifiying this Coestitution, then it shall bo the duty of the Governor 
to make proclamation of that fact, and thenceforth thia OonatitutioE 
shall be ordained and established aa the Constitution of the State of 
Louisiana. But whether this Constitution be accepted or rejected, it 
shall he the duty of the Governor to cause to he puhlished in the 
State paper, the result of the polls, showing the number of votes east 
in each parish for and against the said Constitution. 

Art. 152. Should thia Constitution be accepted by the people, 
it shall also be the duty of the Governor forthwith to issue his procla- 
mation, declaring the present Legislature, elected under the old Con- 
stitution, to be dissolved, and directing the several officers of the 
State authorized by law to hold elections for members of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, to hold an election, at the places designated by law, 
upon the third Monday in January nest, (1846,) for Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, members of the General Assembly, and all 
other of&cers whose election is provided for pursuant to the provisions 
of this Constitution. And the said election shall be oonduoted, and 
the returns thereof made, in conformity to the existing laws Upon 
the subject of State elections. 

Art. 153. The General Assembly elected under this Constitu- 
tion shall convene at the State House, in the city of New Orleans, 
upon the second Monday of February nest (1846) after the election ; 
and the Governor and Lieutenant Governor elected at the same 
time, shall be duly inatalled in office during the first week of the ses- 
sion, and before it shall be competent for the said General Assembly 
to proceed with the transaction of business.

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PREAMBLE. 

We, the People of the State of Louisiana, do ordain and establish 
this Constitution. 

.TITLE I. — DISTRIBUTION OS POWERS. 

Art. 1. The powers of the trovernment of the State of Lotiiaiana 
shall.be divided into three distinct departments, and each of them be 
confined to a separate body of magistracy, to wit : those which are 
legislative to one; those rthioh are exeeutive to another; and those 
which are judicial to another 

Art. 2. No one of these departments, nor any person Holding 
office in one of them, shall exercise power properly belonging to 
either of the others, except in the instances hereinafter expressly di- 
rected or permitted 

TITLE n. — LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT. 

Art. 3. The Legislative power of tie State shall be vested in 
two distinct branches, the one to be styled the'" House of Represen- 
tatives/' the other " The Senate," and both, the " G-eaeral Assembly 
of the State of Louisiana." 

Akt. 4. The members of the House of Representatives shall 
continue in servioe for the term of two yeai^ from thu day of tlio 
closing of the general elections. 

AaT. 5. Repreaeatatives shall be chosen on the first ff hIuy in 
November, every tw6 years ; and the election shall le Lsmplottd m 
one day. The General Assembly- shall meet annually, on the thud 
Monday in January, unless a different day be appointed by law, and 
their sessions shall bo held at the seat of government 

Art. 6, Every duly qualified elector under tliis Gonsiitufion 
shall be eligible to a seat in tile General Assembly, pnvided that 
no person Jiall be a Representative or Senator unless he be ac- tht 
time of his election, a duly qualified voter of the Iiepreiienlative oi 
Senatorial District from which ho is elected. 
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Aut. 7. Elections for members of the General Assembly sliall 
be held at the several election precincts eatablisied by law. The 
Legislature may delegate the power of establishing election pre- 
cincts to the parochial or municipal authorities. 

Art. 8. Kepresentation in the House of Kepresonfativea shall 
be equal and uniform, and shall be regulated and ascertained by the 
total population of each of the several parishes of the State. Bach 
pai-ish shall have at least one Representative; no new parish shall 
be created with a territory less than sis hundred and twenty-flv(^ . 
square miles, nor with a population less than the full number enti- 
tling it to a repvesiintatiye, nor when the creation of such new 
parish would leave any other parish without the said cstent of 
territory and amount of population. 

The first enumeration by the State authorities under this Consti- 
tution shall be made in the year 1853, the second in the year 1858, 
the third in the year 1865 ; after which time the Greneral Assembly 
shall direct in what manner the census shall be taken, so that it be 
made at least once in every period of ten years, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the total population in each Parish and election district, 
. At the first regular session of the Legislature after the making of 
ea«h enumeration, the Legislature shall apportion the representation 
amongst the several parishes and election districts on the basis of 
the total population as aforesaid. A representative number shall be 
fixed, and each parish and election district shall have as many repre- 
sentatives as the aggregate population shall entitle it to, and an 
additional representative for any fraction exceeding one-half the 
representative number. The number of representatives shall not 
be more, than one hundred, nor less than seventy. 

Until an apportionment shall be made, and elections held under 
the same, in accordance with the first enumeration to be made as di- 
rected in this article, the representation in the Senate and House of 
Eepresentatives shall be and remain as at present established by Jaw. 

The limits of the parish of Orleans are hereby estended, so as to em- 
brace the whole of the present city of New Orleans, including that part 
of the Parish of Jefferson, formerly known as the City of Lafayette. 

AU that part of the Parish of Orleans which is situated on the 
left bank of the Mississippi river, shall be divided by the Legisla- 
ture into not more than ten Representative Districts, and until a new 
apportionment shall be made according te the first census to be taken 
under this Constitution, that part of the City of New Orleans which 
was comprised within the former limits of the City of Lafayette, 
shall vote for Senators from the Parish of Orleans, and form the 
Tenth Representative District, and shall elect two out of the three 
Reprensatives now apportioned by law to the Parish of Jefferson ; 
the other Representative Districts shall remain as they are now 
established. 

Art. 9. The House of Representatives shall choose its Speaker 
and other offi.eers. 

AaT. 10. Every free white male who has attained the age of 
twenty-one years, and who has been a resident of the State twelve 
SiG.

in the Pariah in which he offers to vote and who shall be a cit zen of 
the United States, «ha!l have the right ot voting but no voter, or* 
removicg frcttn one Pirish to another within the State shall lose 
the right of voting m the formei until he shall iiavo acquired 'it in 
the latter.

No soldier seaman or manne m the Army oi Navy 
of the United States no jaufcr no peiaon under mteidiotion nor 
uader conviction of auy ciime punishable with haad labor shall he 
entitled to a vote at any el ction m this State 

Akt. 13. No person hiU! e entitle 1 to vote at iny election held 
in this State, except m the pansh of his lesi lence and m cities and 
towns divided into election precincts in the election piecinct in which 
he resides. 

Aet. 14. The raemlGis of the Senate shall le choi^en for the 
term of four years The Scnite when assemble 1 h^ll have the 
power to choose its o&ccis 

Aet. 15. The Legislature in eveiy yeai in whi h they shall ap- 
portion representation m the Hi use tf Eepiesentatives shall divide 
the State into Senatorial districts No paiish shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senatorial distiict the pansh ot Oileans excepted. 
And whenever a new parish shall be created, it shall be attached to 
the Senatorial district from which most of its territory was taten, or 
to another contiguous district, at the discretion of the Legislature ; 
bnt shall not he attached to more than one district. The number of 
Senators shall' be thirty-two, and they shall be apportioned among 
the Senatorial districts aeoording to the total population contained in 
the several districts : Provided, That no parish shall be entitled to 
more than five Senators. 

Art. 16. In all apportionments of the Senate, the population of 
the city of New Orleans shall be deducted from the population of the 
whole State, and the remainder of the population divided by the 
number twenty-seven, and the result produced by this division shall 
bo the Senatorial ratio entitling a Senatorial district to a Senator. 
Single or contiguous parishes shall be formed into districts having 
a population the nearest possible to the number entitling a district 
to a Senator; and if, in the apportionment tu be made, a pariah or 
district fall short of or exceed the ratio one-fifth, then a district may 
he formed having not more than two Senators, but not otherwise. 
No new apportionment shall have the effect of abridging the term of 
service of any Senator already elected at the time of making the ap- 
portionment. After an enumeration has been made as directed in 
the eighth ai'tiele, the Legislature shall not pass any law until ais 
apportionment of !,-epi-G8entation ia both houses of the G-oneral As- 
sembly be made. 
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Art, 17- At tho first acssion of the General Assembly after this 
CoDatitution takes effect, the Seoatora shall he equally divided hy lot 
into two classes ; the seats of the Seaators of the first class shall be 
vacated at the expiration of the second year ; of the second class, at 
the expiration of the fourth year; so that one-half shall be chosen 
every two years, and a rotation thereby kept up perpetually. In 
case any district shall have elected two or more Senators, said Sena- 
tors shall vacate their seats respectively at the end of two and four 
years, and lots shall be drawn between them. 

Art. 18 , The first election for Senators shall be general through- 
out the State, and at the same time that the general election for 
Kepresentatives is held ; and thereafter there shall be biennial elec- 
tions to fill the places of those whose time of service may have ex- 

Art. 19. Not less than a majority of the members of each House 
of the General Assembly shall form a quorum to do business ; hut a 
smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and shall be author- 
ized by law to compel the attendance of absent members. 

Aet. 20. Baeli House of the General Assembly shall ju3ge of 
the qualification, election, and returns of its members; but a con- 
tested eleolioa shall be determined in such manner as shall be di- 
rected by law. 

Art. 21w Each House of the General Assembly may determine 
the rules of its proceedings, punish a member for disorderly behaviour, 
and with the concurrence of two-thirds, expel a member, but not a 
second time for the same offence. 

Art. 22, Each House of the General Assembly shall keep and 
publish a weekly journal of its proceedings; and the yeas and nays 
of the members on any question, shall, at the desire of any two of 
them, be entered on the journal. 

Art. 23. Each House may punish by imprisonment, any per- 
son not a member, for disrespectful and disorderly behaviour in its 
presence, or for obstructing any of its proceedings. Such imprison- 
ment shall not exceed ten days for any one offence. 

Art. 24. Neither House, daring the sessions of the General 
Assembly, shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which they may 
be sitting. 

Aet. 25. The members of the General Assembly shall receive 
from the public treasury a compensation for their services, which shall 
be four dollars pet day during their attendance, going to and return- 
ing from the session of their respective Houses. The compensation 
may be increased or diminished by law ; but no alteration shall take 
effect during the period of service of the members of the House of 
Eepresentatives by whom such alteration shall have been made. — 
No session shall extend to a period beyond sixty days, to date from 
its commencement, and any legislative action had after the expiration 
of the said sixty days, shall te null and void. This provision shall 
not apply to the first legislature wbioh is to convene after the adop- 
tion of this ConsHtntion. 
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Art. 26. The members of the General Aasemhly shall, in all 
cases except treason, felony, breach of the peace, he privileged from 
arrest during their attendance at the sesssions of their respective 
Houses, and going to or returning from the same, and for any speech 
or delate iu either House, they Stall not be questioned in any other 
place. 

Art. 27. No Senator or Representative shall, during the term 
for which he is elected, nor for one year thereafter, he appointed or 
elected to any civil office of profit under thia State, which shall have 
been created, or the emoluments of which shall have been increased 
daring the time sneh Senator or B,opresentative was in office, except 
to suck offices or appointments as may be filled by the elections of 
the people. 

Art. 28. No person who at any time may have been & Collector 
of Taxes, whether State, Parish or Municipal, or who may have been 
otherwise entrusted with public money, shall be eligible to the 
General Assembly, or to any office of profit or trust under the State 
Government, until he shall have obtained a discharge for the amount 
of such collections, and for all puhlie moneys with which he may 
have been entrusted. 

Art. 29. No bill shall have the force of a law until on three 
several days it be read over in each House of the General Assembly, 
and free discussion allowed thereon, unless in case of urgency, fonr- 
fifths of the House where the bill shall be pending, may deem it 
expedient to dispense with this rule. 

Art. 30. All bills for raising revenue shall originate in the 
House of Eepresenta fives, but the Senate may propose amendments 
as in other bills ; provided they shall not introduce any new matter 
under color of an amendment, which does not relaSe to raising 
revenue. 

Art. 81. The General Assembly shall regulate by law by whom, 
and in what manner writs of elections shall be issued to fiU the 
vacancies which may happen in either branch thereof. 

Art. 32. The Senate shall vote on the corfirmation or rejection 
of office, to be appointed by the Governor, with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, by yeas and nays and the names ff the Senators 
voting for andagainst the app mtments lespecttully shall be entered 
on a journal to be kept for that purpose, and made publii, at the end 
of each session, or before. 

Art. 33. Beturns of all eleotionf for mpmbers of the General 
Assembly shall be made to the Secretnry of Stati, 

Art. 34. In the year in which a regular elect on foi a Senator 
of the United States is to take place the membeia of the General 
Assembly shall meet in the Hall of the Hoi it of Bei lesentatives, 
on the M-snday following the meeting of the Leg alature and proceed 
to the said election. 
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. 35. The Supvemp Fte utwp ] ner 1 thp St»te ';hall be 
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vested in a tlhief Magistrate, who Bball be styled the Governor of 
the State of the Louisiana. He shall hold his office during the 
term of four years, and together with the Lieutenant Governor, cho- 
sen for the same term, he elected as follows t The qualified electors 
for Representatives, shall vote for a Governor and Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, at the time and place of voting for Kepresontatiyea j the re- 
turns of every election, shall be sealed up and transmitted by the 
proper returning officer to the Secretary of St-ate, who shall deliver 
tkem to the Speaker of .the House of Representatives, on tbe second 
day of the session of the General Assembly, then next to be holden. 
The members of the General Assembly shall meet in the House of 
Kepresentatives to examine acd count the vof«s. The person having 
the greatest number of votes for Governor shall be declared duly 
elected, but if two or more persons shall be equal and highest in the 
number of votes polled for Governor, one of them shall immediately 
be chosen Governor by joint vote of the members of the General 
Assembly. The person having the greatest number of votes for 
Lieutenant Governor shall be Lieutenant Governor; but if two or 
more persons shall be equal .and highest in the number of votes 
polled for Lieutenant Governor, one of them shall he immediately 
chosen Lieutenant Governor by joint vote of the members of the 
General Assembly. 

Art. 36. No person shall be eligible to the office of Governor or 
Lieutenant Governor who shall not have attained the age of twenty- 
eight years, and been a citizen and a resident within the State for 
the space of four years nest ureceding his election. 

Art. S7. The Governor shall enter on the discharge of hia du- 
ties on the fourth Monday of January next ensuing hia election, and 
shall continue in office until the Monday next succeeding the day 
that his successor shalt be declared duly elected, and shall have taken 
the oath or affirmation required by the Constitution. 

Art. 38. The Governor shall be ineligible for the suctteeding 
four years after the espiiation of the time for which he shall have 
been elected. 

Akt. 39. Ni membei cf Congress or person holding any office 
under the United States shall be eligible to the office of Governor 
or Lieutenant Govemoi 

Art. 40. In i.,ase ot the impeachment of the Governor, his re- 
moval from office, death, refusal or inability to qualify, resignation 
or absence from the State, the powers and duties of the office shall 
devolve upon the Lieutenant Governor for the residue of the term, 
or until the Governor, absent or impeached, shall return or be ac- 
quitted. The Legislature may provide by law for the case of removal, 
impeachment, death, resignation, disability or refusal to qualify, of 
both the Governor and Lieutenant Governor, declaring what officer 
shall act as Governor, and such officer shall act accordingly, until 
the disability be removed, or for the residue of the term. 

Art.' 41. The Lieutenant Governor or officer discharging the 
duties of Governor, shall, during his administration, receive the 
same compensation to which the Governor would have been entitled 
had he continued in office: 
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Art. 42. The Lieutenant G-overnor shall, hy virtue of his office, 
be President of the Seaate, but shall have only a casting vote therein. 
Whenever he shall adniinister the Gtovernmentj or shall be unable 
to attend as President of the Senate, the Senators shall elect one of 
their own membera as President of the Senate for the time being. 

Art. 43, While he acts as President of the Senate, the Lieu- 
tenant G-overnor shaJl receive for his services the same compensation 
which shall for the same period be allowed to the Speaker of the 
House of Heprcscntativcs, and do more. 

Abt. 44 The Governor shall have power to grant reprieves for 
all offence? again'^t the State, and except m cases cf impeiehment, 
shall, with the consent of the & natc, ha\e power to grant [jardons 
and remit fines and forfeiture, aftei conviction In cases ot treason, 
he may grint repiievos until the end of the nest session of the 
General A'lSemhly m whicn the power of pardoning shall be vested. 

Aet. 45 The Governor shall, it stated times, receive for his 
eervices a compensation, which shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the teim foi which he shall have been elected 

Art. 4b He shall be Comnian(^i in Chiet of the Army and 
Navy of this State and of the Mihtia thereof, except w hen tliey shall 
be called into the service of the United States 

Art. 47 He shall nominate, and by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate appoint all ofliceis whose offices aie established 
by tluB Constitution, and whose appointment i-, not theiem otherwise 
provided for : Provided, however, that the Legislature shall have a 
right to prescribe the mode of appointment to all other offices estab- 
lished by law. 

Art. 48. The Govei-nor shall have power to fill vacancies that 
may happen during the recess of the Senate, by granting commis- 
sions which shall expire at the end of the nest session, unless other- 
wise provided for in this Constitution ; but no person who has been 
nominated for office and rejected by the Senate, shall be ap- 
pointed to the same office during the recess of the Senate. 

Art, 49, He may require information in writing from the offi- 
cers in the Executive Department, upon any subject relating to the 
duties of their respective offices. 

Abt. 50. He shall, from time to time, give to the General As- 
sembly information respecting the situation of tho State, and recom- 
mend to their consideration snch measures as ho may deem expe- 
dient. 

Art. 51. He may, on extraordinary occasions, convene the &en- 
eral Assembly at the Seat of Government, or at a different place, if 
tJiat should have become dangerous from an enemy or from epidemic j 
and in case of disagreement between the two Houses as to the time of 
adjournment, he may adjourn them to such time as he may thini 
proper, not exceeding four months. 

Art. 52, Ho shall take care that the laws be faithfully ese- 

Art. 53. Every bill which shall have passed both Houses, shall 
1 to the Governor ; if he approve, ho shall sign it, if not, 
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ho stall return it, with his objections, to the House in which it orig- 
inated, which aliall enter the ohjections at large upon its joarnd and 
proceed to reconader it. If, after sueh reconsideration, two-thirds 
of all the members elected to that House shall agree to pass the bill, 
it shall be sent, with the objections, to the other House, by which it 
shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved by two-thirds of alt 
the members eleoted to that House, it shall be a law ; but in sueh 
cases the vote of botli Houses shall^be determined by yeas and nays, 
and the names of the members voting for or against the bill ahaU 
be entered on the journal of each House, respectively. If any bill 
shall not be i-eturned by the G-oVernor within ten days, (Sundays 
exoepted,) after it shall have been presented to him, it shall be a law 
in like manner as if he had signed it, unless the General Assembly, 
by adjournment, prevent its return, in which case it shall be a law, 
unless sent back within three days after their next session. 

Art. 54, Every order, resolution, or vote to which the concur- 
rence of both Houses may be necessary, except on a question of 
adjournment, shall be presented to the Governor, and, before it shall 
take effect, be approved by him; or, being disapproved, shall he 
repassed by two-thirds of the members elected to each House of the 
General Assembly. 

Art. 55. There shall be a Secretary of State, who shall hold his 
office during the time for which the Governor shall have been eleoted. 
The records of the State shall be kept and preserved in' the office of 
the Secretary ; he ehall keep tt fair register of the official acts and 
proceedings of the Q-overnor, and, when necessary, shall attest them. 
He shall, when required, lay the said register, and all papers, min- 
utes and vouchers relative to his office, before either House of the 
General Assembly, and shall perform such other duties as may be 
enjoined on him by law. 

Art. 56. There shall be a Treasurer of the State who shall hold 
his office during tbe term of two years. 

Art. 67. The Secretary of State and Treasurer of State, shall 
be eleoted by the qualified electors of the State. And in case of any 
vacancies caused by the death, reagnation or absence of the Treasu- 
rer or Secretary of State, the Governor shall order an election to fill 
SM-d vacancy. 

Art. 58. .ill commissions shall be in the name and by the an- 
thority of the State of Louisiana, and shall be sealed with the State 
seal and signed by the Governer 

AnT, 59. The free white men of the State shall be armed and 
disciplined for its defence; but those who belong to religious socie- 
ties, whose tenets forbid them to carry arms, shall not be compelled 
so to do, but shall pay an equivalent for personal services. 

Art. 60. The militia of the State shall be organized in such 
manner as may be hereafter deemed most expedient by the Le^s- 
lature. 
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TITLE IV — JUDICIARY DEPARTMENT. 

Art. 61. The Judiciary power shall be vested iu a Supreme 
Court, in such Inferior Courts as the Legislature may, from time to 
time, order and establish, and in Justices of the Peace. 

Art. 62. The Supreme Court, except in cases hereinafter provi- 
ded, shall have appellate jurisdietion only, which juriadiotion shall 
extend to all eases when the matter in dispute shall exceed three 
hundred dollars ; and to all oases in which the oonstitutiouality or le- 
gality of any tax, toll, or impost whatsoever, or any fine, forfeiture 
or penalty imposed by a municipal corporation, shall be in contes- 
tation ; and to all criminal cases, on questions of law alone, whenever 
the offence charged is punishable with death or imprisonment at hard 
labor, or when a fine exceeding three hundred dollars ia actually im- 
posed. The Legislature Shall have power to rastriot the jurisdiction 
of the Supreme Court in civil cases to questions of law only. 

Art. 63. The Supreme Court shall be composed of one Chief 
Justice and four Associate Justices, a majority of whom shall con- 
Btitut« a quorum. The Chief Justice shall receive a salary of six 
thousand dollars, and each of the Associate Judges a salary of five 
thoQsand five hundred dollars, annually, until otherwise provided by 
law. The Court shall appoint its own Clerks; the Judges shall be 
elected for the term of ten years. 

AkT. Qi. The Chief Justice shall be elected by the qualified 
elected of the State. The Legislature shall divide the State into 
fotir Districts, and the qualified electors ef each District shall elect 
one of the Associate Justices, The State shall be divided into the 
following Districts until the Legislature shall otherwise direct, 

PIRST DISTRICT. 

The Parishes of Plaq^uemines, St. Bernard, that portion of the 
Parish of Orleans on the right bank of the Mississippi Biver, and 
that portion of the City of New Orleans which lies below the line 
extending from the Kiver Mississippi, along the middle of Julia 
street, until it strikes the New Orleans Canal, and thence down said 
Canal to the Lake, 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

That portion of the City of New Orleans which is situated above 
the line extending along the middle of Julia street until it stikes 
the New Orleans Canal, and thence down said Canal to the Lake, 
and the Parishes of Jefferson, St. John the Haptist, St, Charles, St. 
James. Aseension, Assumption, Lafourche Interior, Terrebonnej 
West Baton Rouge and Iberville. 

THIRD DISTRICT. 

The Parishes of St. Tammany, Washington, Livingston, St. 
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Helena, East Baton Eouge, East Folioiana, West Feliciana, Point 
Coapfe, Avoyelles, Ten.sas, Concordia, Lafayette, Vermillion, St. 
Mary, St. Martin and St. Landry. 

FOURTH DISTRICT, 

The Parisbea of Calcasieu, Rapides, Satine, JS'atoliitoches, De 
Soto, Caddo, Bossier, Claiborne', Bienville, Caldwell, Uoion, Ouach- 
ita, Morehouse, Jaokaon, Franklin, Catahoula, Madison, Carroll and 
Winn. 

Art. 65. The office of one of the Associate Justices shall be ■va- 
cated at the expiration of the second year, of another at the expira- 
tion of the fourth year, of a third at the expiration of the sixth 
year, and of the fourth at the expiration of the eighth year ; so that 
ono of the Judges of the Supreme Court shall be elected every second 

Art. 66. The Secretary of State, on receiving the official re- 
turns of the first election shall proceed immediately, in the prcsehee 
and with the assistance of two Justices of the Peace, to determine 
by lot among the four candidates having the highest number of 
votes in the respective districts, which of the Associate Justices elect 
shall serve for the term of two years, which for the term of four years, 
which for the term of sis years, and which for the term of eight 
years, and the Governor shall issue commissions accordingly. 

Akt. 67. Any vacancy that may occur in the Supreme Court 
from resignation or otherwise, shall be filled by election for the re- 
mainder of the unexpired term, but if such remainder do not exceed 
one year, the vacancy shall be filled by Executive appointment. 

Art. 68. The Supreme Court shall hold its sessions in New 
Orleans, from the first Monday of the month of November to the end 
of the month of Junej inclusive. The Legislature shall have power 
to fls tile sessions elsewhere during the rest of the year ; until other- 
wise provided, the sessions shall be held sa heretofore. 

Art. 69. The Supreme. Court, and each of the Judges thereof, 
shall have power to issue writs oi habeas coi-pus at the instance of all 
persons in actual custody, under process, in all cases in which they 
may have appellate jurisdiction. 

Art. 70. No judgment shall be rendered by the Supremo Court 
without the concurrence of a majority of the Judges comprising the 
Court. Whenever a majority cannot agree, in cousequBnoe of the 
recusation of any member or members of the Court, the Judges not 
recused shall have power to call upon any Judge or Judges of the 
Inferior Courts, whose duty it shall be, when so called upon, to sit 
in the place of the Judges recused, and to ^d in del.ermining the 
case. 

Art. 71. All Judges, by virtue of their office, shall be conser- 
vators of the peace throughout the State. The style of all process 
shall be " The State of Louisiana." All prosecutions shall be car- 
ried on in the name and by the authority of the State of Ijouisiana, 
and conclude, against the peace and dignity of the same, 
Si«. 9,

Art. 72. The Judges of all the Courts within this State shall, 
as often as may he poasihle so to do, in every definitive jndgmentj 
refer to the particular law in virtue of which such judgment may be 
rendered, and in all oases, adduce the leasoiis on which their judg- 
ment is founded. 

Art. 73. The Judgps of all Courts shall he liable to impeach- 
ment; but for any reasonable cause, which shall not fee sufficient 
ground for impeachment, the GovcrniJr shall remove any of them on 
the address of three-fourths of the members present of each House 
of the G-eneral A^embly. In every such case, the cause or causes for 
which such removal may be required, shall be stated at length in the 
address and inserted in the jouraal of each House. 

Aet. 74, There shall he an Attorney General for the State, 
and as many District Attorneys as may be hereafter found nesessary. 
They shall hold their offices for four years; their duties shall be de- 
termined by law. 

Art. 75. The Judges, both of the Superior and Inferior Coiirts, 
shall, ^t stated times, receive a ealai'y, which shall not be diminished 
during their continuance in office ; and they are prohibited from re- 
ceiving any fees of office, or other compensation than their salaries, 
for any civil duties peformed by them. 

Art. 76. The Legislature shall have power to vest in Clerks of 
Courts, authority to grant such orders and do such acts as may be 
deemed necessary for the furtherance of the administration of justice 
and in all oases, the powers thus granted shall be spe fiel nl de 



Art. 77. The Judges of the several Infer or Courts shall have 
the power to remove the Clerks thereof fo breach ot good behav o 
subject, in all cases, to an appeal to the Sup erne Con t 

AsT. 78. The Jurisiiotion of Just oes ot the Peace shall be 
limited in civil cases to eases where the matter m d sp te does not

Art; '82. It shall be tte duty of the Legislature to fix the time 
for holding elections for all Judges at a time which shall be different 
fi:om tbat fixed for all other eleotiona. 

AiiT. 83. The Attorney-General shall be elected by the qualified 
■voters of the State, and tho Distiiot Attorneys by the qualified voters 
of each District on the day of the election for the Governor of tho 
State. 

Art. S4. The Legislature may tletermine the mode of filling va- 
cancies in the offices of the Inferior Judges, Attorney-General, Dia- 
fciiot Attorneys, and all other officers not otherwise provided for in 
this Constitution. 

TITLE V. IMPEACHMENT. 

Art. 85. The power of impeachment shall be vested in tho 
House of Representatives. 

Art. 86. Impeachments of the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Attorney General, Secretary of State, State Treasurer, and of the 
Jndges of the Inferior Courts, Justices' of the Peace excepted, 
shall be tried by the Senate ; the Chjef Justice of the Supreme 
Court, or the senior Judge thereof, shall preside during the trial of 
such impeachment. Impeachments of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court shall be tried by the Senate. When sitting as a Court of Im- 
peachment, the Senators shall be upon oath or affirmation, and no 
person shall be convicted without the concurrence of two-thirda of 
the Senators present. 

Art. 87. Judgments in cases of impeaciiment shall extend only 
to removal from office and disqualification from holding any office of 
honor, trust or pniflt, under the State; but the convicted parties 
shall, nevertheless, bo subject to indictment, trial and punishment, 
according to law. 

Abt. 38. All officers against whom articles of impeaciiment may 
be prefiirred, shall be suspended from the exercise of theii functions 
dnring the pendency of such impeachment ; the appointing power 
may make a provisional apprantment to replace any suspended officer 
until the decision of the impeachment. 

Art. 89. The Legislature shall provide by law for the trial, pun- 
ishment and removal from office of all other officers of the State, by 
indictment or other wise. 

TITLE VI. — GBNBEAI PKOVISIONS. 

Art. 90. Members of tho General Assembly, and all officers, 
before they enter upon the duties of their offices, shall take the fol- 
lowing oath or affirmation ; 

I, (A. B.,) do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support the 
Constituticm of the United States aad of this State, and that I will 
faithfully and impartially discharge and perform all the duties incum- 
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bent ou me as , according to the best of my abilities and un- 
derstanding, agreeably to ibe Coostitufjon and laws of the United 
States, .and of this State ; and I do further solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that since the adoption of the present Constitutioa, I, being a citizen, 
of this State, have not fought a duel, with deadly weapons, within this 
State, nor out of it, with a citizen of this State, nor have I sent or ac- 
cepted aohallenge to fight a duel with deadly weapons with a citizen of 
this Stat^e, nor have I acted as second in carrying a challenge, or 
aided, advised, or assisted any person thaa offending, so help me 
God." 

Akt. 91. Treason against the State ehall consist only in levying 
war against it, or in adhering to its enemies, giving them aid and 
comfort. No person shall be convicted of treason, unless on the tes- 
timony of two witnesses to the same overt act, or his own confession 
in open court. 

Art. 92. Every person shall be disqualified from holding any 
office of trust or profit in this State, wlio shall have been convicted 
of having given, or offered a bribe to procure his election or appoint- 

Art. 93. Laws shall be made to exclude from office, and from 
the right of suffrage, those who shall hereafter be convicted of bribery, 
perjury, forgery, or other high crimes or misdemeanors. The privi- 
lege of free suffrage shall bo. supported by laws regulating elections, 
and prohibiting under adequate penalties, all undua. influence thereon, 
from power, bribery, tumult or other improper practice. 

Aet. 94. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury but in 
poTSuanee of speeiSc appropriation made by law, nor shall any appro- 

Sriation of money be made for a longer term than two years. A regu- 
ir statement and accouot of the receipts and espenditures of all public 
moneys shall be published annually, in such manner as shall bo pre- 
scribed by law. 

Art. 95. It shall be the duty of the General Assembly to pass 
such laws as may be proper and necessary to decide differences by ar- 
bitration. 

Art. 96. All civil officers for the State at large, shall reside with- 
in the State, and all district or parish officers wirtiiu their district or 
parishes, and shall keep their offices at suob places therein as may bo 
required by law. 

Art. 97. All civil officers, except the Governor, and Judges of 
the Supreme and Inferior Courts, shall be removable by an address 
of a majority of the members of both Houses, except thoge the. re- 
removal of whom baa been otherwise provided for by this Constitn- 

Akt, 98. In all elections by the people the vote shall be by 
ballot, and in all elections by the Senate and House of Eepresenta- 
tives, jointly or sepai-ately, the vote shall be given viva voce 

Art. 99. No member of Congress, nor person holding or exer- 
cising any office of ti-ust or profit under the United States, or eifher 
of them, or under any foreign power, shall be eligible as a member of 
the General Assembly, or hold or exercise any office of trust or profit 
under the Statp. 
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Akt. 100. The laws, public records, and the judicial and legisla- 
tive written proeeedinga of the State, shall be promulgated, preserved 
and conducted in tlie language in which the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States is written. 

Am. 101. The Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House 
of Representatives, shall he conversant with the French and English 
langua;^e3, and memhers may address either House in the J^ench or 
English language. 

Art. 102. No power of suspending the laws of this State shall 
be exercised, unless fay the Legislature or hy its authority. 

Art. 103. Prosecutions shall be by indictment or information. 
The accused shall have a speedy public trial hy an impartial jury of 
the vicinage : he shall not be compelled to give evidence against him- 
self; he shall have the right of being heaid by himsL'If or counsel: 
he shall have the right of meeting the witnesses face to face, and 
shall have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in his favor. 

Art. 104, All prisoners shall be baikble by sufficient sureties, 
unless for capital offences, where the proof is evident, or presumption 
great, or, unless after conviction for any offence or crime punishable 
with death or imprisonment at hard labor. The privilege of the writ 
of hokeas corpus shall not be suspended, unless when in case of 
rebellion or invasion the public safety may require it. 

Aet. 105. No ex post facto law, cor any law impairing the obli- 
gation of contracts, sball be passed, nor vested rights be divested, 
unless for purposes of public iitility, and for adequate compensation 
previously made. 

Art. 106. The press shall be free. Every citizen may freely 
speak; write and publish his sentiments on all subjects ; being re- 
sponsible for an abuse of this hberty. 

Art. 107. The seat of Government shall be and remain at Baton 
Eouge, and shall not be removed without the consent of three-fourths 
of both Houses of the General Assembly. 

Art. 108. The State shall not subscribe for the stock of, nor 
make a loan to, nor pledge its faith, for the benefit of any corpora- 
tion or joiift, stock company) created or established for banking pur- 
poses, nor for other purposes than those- described in the following 
article. 

Art. 109. The Legislature shall have power to gi-ant aid to com- 
panies or associations of individuals, formed for the exclusive purpose 
of making woik« of internal improvement, wholly or partially with- 
in the State, to the extent only of. one-fifth of the capital of such. 
companies, by subscription of stock or loan of money or public 
bonds; but any aid thus granted shall be paid to the company only 
in the same proportion as the remainder of the capita) sball be actu- 
ally paid in by the. Stockholders of the company, and, in ease of loan, 
such adequate security shall be required, as to the Legislature may 
seem proper. No corporation or individual association receiving the 
aid of the State, as herein provided, shall possess banking or dis- 
counting privileges. 

Aet. 110. No liability shall be contracted by the State as abore 
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meiitioued, unless tte same be authorized by some law for aome sin- 
gle object or work to be distinctly specified therein, which shiU be 
passed by a majority of the members elected to both Houses of the 
IJeneral Assembly, and the aggregate amount of debts and liabilities 
incurred under this and the preceding article shall never, at any one 
time, eseeed eight millions of dollars. 

Art. 111. Whenever the Legislature shall contract a debt eaoaed- 
ing in amount the sum of one hundred thousand dollars, unless in 
case of war to repel invasion or suppress insurrection, thoy shall, in 
the law creating the debt, provide adequate ways and means for the 
payment of the current interest and of the principal when the same 
shall become due. And the said law shall be irrepealable until prin- 
cipal and interest are fully paid and discharged, or unle^ the repeal- 
ing law contains some other adequate provision for the payment of 
the principal and interest of the debt. 

Akt. 112. The Legislature shall provide by law for a change of 
venue in civil and criminal cases. 

Art. 113. No Lottery shall be authorized by this State, and 
the buying and selling of lottery tickets within the State is prohi- 
bited. 

Art, 114. No divorce shall bo granted by the Legislature. 

Akt. 115. Every law enacted by the Legislature shall embrace 
but one object, and that shall be expressed in the title. 

Art. H6. No law shall be revived or amended by reference to 
its title ; but in such case, the act revived, or section amended, shall 
be re-enaoted and published at length. 

Aet. 117. The Legislature shall never adopt any system or code 
of laws by general reference to such system or code of laws, but 
in all cases shall specify the several provisions of the laws it may 
enact. 

Art. 118, Corporations with banking or discounting privileges 
may be either created by special acts, or formed under general laws; 
bm the Legislature shall, in both cases, provide for the registry of 
all bills or notes issued or put in circulation as money, and shall re- 
quire ample security for the redemption of the same in specie. 

Art. 119. The Legislature shall have no power to pass any law 
sanctioning in any manner, directly or indirectly, the suspension of 
specie payments, by any person, association or corporation issuing 
l^nk notes of any description. 

Akt. 120. In case of insolvency of any bank or banking associa- 
tion, the bill holdere thereof shall be entitled to preference in pay- 
ment oyer all other creditors of such bank or association. 

-Art. 121. The Legislature shaU have power to pass such laws as 
it may deem ezpedient for the relief or revival of the Citiaens' Bank 
of Louisiana, and the acts already passed for the same purpose are 
ratified and confirmed, provided that the Bank is subject to the res- 
trictions contained in ai-ticles 119 and 120 of this Constitution. 

Art. 122. No person shall hold or exercise, at the same time 
more thau one civil office of emolument, except that of Justice of the 
Peace.

Art. 123. Tasation shall be ec(iial and uniform throughout 
the State. All property on which the taxes may be levied 
in this Siate shall be tased in proportion to its value, to be 
ascertained as directed by law. No one species of property shall be 
taxed higher tlian another species of property of equal value, oo 
which taxes shall be levied ; the Legislature shall have power to levy 
an income tax, and to tax ijl persons pursuing any occupation, trade 
or profession. 

Art. 124. The citizens of the city of New Orleans shall have 
the right of appointing the several public of&oers necessary for the 
administration of the police of the said city, pursuant to the mode of 
elections which shall be prescribed by the Legislature ; Provided, 
that the Major and Recorders shall be ineligible to a seat in the 
Gieneral Assembly; and the Mayor, Eecordcrs, Aldermen and As- 
sistant Aldermen shall be commissioned by the Q-overnor as Justices 
of the Peace, and the Legislature may vest in them such criminal 
jurisdiction as may bo necessary for the punishment of minor 
crimen and ofFences, and as the police and good order of said city 
may require. 

Art. 125. Tbe Legislature may provide by law in what case of- 
ficers shall continue to perform the duties of their offices until their 
successors shall have been inducted into office. 

Art. 126. Any citizen of this State who shall, after the adoption 
of this Constitution, fight a duel with deadly weapons with a citizen 
of this State, or send or accept a challenge to fight a duel with deadly 
weapons, either within this State or out of it, with a citizen of this 
State, or who shall act as second, or knowingly aid and assist in any 
manner those thus offending, shall be deprived of holding any oflice 
of trust or profit, and of enjoying the right of suffrage nnder this 
XjOnstitution J and the office Of any Stateofflcer, member of the General 
Assembly, or of any other person holding office of profit or trust 
under this Constitution, and the laws made in pursuance thereof, 
shall be ipm facto vacated by the feet of any such person committing 
the offence mentioned in this article, and the Legislature shall pro- 
Tide by law fof the ascertaining and declaration of euch forfeiture. 

Art. 127, The Legislature shall have power to extend this Con- 
stitution and the jurisdiction of this State over any territory acquired 
by compact with any State, or with the United States, the same being 
done by the consent of the United States. 

Art. 128. None of the lands granted by Congress to the State 
of Louisiana for aiding if in constructing the necessary levees and 
drains, to reclaim the swamp and overflowed lands in this State, shall 
be diverted from the purposes for which they were granted. 

Art. 129. The Ooustitution and Laws of this State shall be pro- 
mulgated in the English and French languages. 

TITLE Vir. — INTBaKAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Art. 130. I'here shall be a Board of Public Works to consist of 
four Commissioners. The State shall be divided by the Lagislaturft 
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into toui ilii^tiicta, contimm^ ag uoailj as miy be an c(]ual number 
of voters, a,nd one Comiaisaioner shall be elecb'd m lach distiiot by 
the legal voters thereof for the teim of fimi jeais, but, of the flrst 
elected, two, to ha designated by lot, shall remam in ofliie for two 
years only 

Art 131 The Greaeial Assemblv, at if« &st session after the 
adoption of this Constitution, shall jjiovide tor the election and com- 
pensation of the Gommissionei a and the organization of the Board, 
The Commissioners first elected ahill assemble on a d^y to be ap- 
pointed bj law, and decide by lot the oidei in which their terms of 
service shall expire 

Akt ld2 The Commissioners shiU exercise a diligent dnd faith- 
ful supei vision of all public woiks, in wboh the &tife miybe inter- 
ested, except those made by joint stock companies. They shall com- 
municate to the General Assembly, from time to time, their views 
concerning the same, and recommend such measures as they may 
deem necessary, in order to employ to the best advantage and for the 
purposes for which they were granted, the swamps and overflowed 
lands, conveyed by the United States to this State. They shall ap- 
point all officers engaged on the public works, and shall perform such 
other duties as may be prescribed by law. 

- Art. 133. The Commissioners may be removed by the concurrent 
vote of a majority of all the members elected to each House of the 
Creneral Assembly ; but the cause of the removal shall be entered on 
the Journal of each House. 

Art. 134. The General Assembly shall have power, by a vote 
of threO'fifths of the members elected to each House, to abolish said 
Board, whenever in their opinion a Board of Public Works shall no 
longer be necessary. 



TITLE VIII.^PUBLIC EDUCATION. 

Aht, 135. There shall be elected a Superintendent of Public 
Education, who shall hold his office for the term of two-years. His 
duties shall be prescribed by law, and he shall receive? such compen- 
i the Legislature may direct; provided, that the General 
y shall have power, by a vote of the majority of the mem- 

■3 elected to both Houses, to abolish the said office of Superintend- 
ent of Public Education whenever in their opinion said office shall 
be no longer necessary. 

Art. 1((6. The General Assembly shall establish free Public 
Schools throughout the State, and shall provide for their support by 
general taxation on property or otherwise ; and all moneys so raised 
or provided shall be distributed to each Parish in proportion to the 
number of free white chiMi-en between such ages as shall be fixed by 
the General Assembly. 

Art. 137. The proceeds of all lands heretofore granted by the 
United States to this State for the use or support of schools, and of 
all lands which may hereafter be granted or ber[neathed to the State, 
and not expressly granted or bequeathed for any other purpose, which 
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r may be disposed of ^}y the State, and the proceeds of the 
estates of deceased persons, to wbieL the State may become entitled 
by law, shall be held by the State as a loan, ^nd shall be and remEuu 
a perpetual fund, on which the State shall pay an annual interest of 
ais per cent. ; which interest, together with the interest of the trust 
funds deposited with this State by the United States, under the act 
of Congress, approved June 23, 1836, and all the rents of the un- 
sold lands,3hall be appropriated to the support of suoh schools, and 
this appropriation shall remain inviolable. 

Art, 138, Alt moneys arising from the sales which have been 
or may hereafter be made of any lands heretofore granted by the 
United States to this State, for the use of a seminary of learning, 
and from any bind of donation that may hereafter be made for that 
puipose, shall be and rem^n a perpetual fund, the interest of which, 
at six per cent, per annum, shall be appropriated to the support of a 
seminary of learning for the promotion of literature and the ai-ta 
and sciences, and no law shall ever be' made diverting said fund to 
any other use than to the establishment and improvement of said 
seminary of learning. 

Art. 139. The University of Loniwana in New Orleans as now 
established, shall be maint^ned. 

Art. 140. The Legislatui-e shall have power to pass such laws 
as may be necessary for the further regulation of the University, 
and for the promotion of literature and science ; but shall be under 
no obligation to contribute to the support of said University by ap- 
propriations.' 

TITLE IX, MODS OB BEVIBINa THE CONSTITUTION. 

Aler. 141. Any amesdment or amendments to this Constitntion 
may be proposed ia the Senate or House of Representatives, and if 
the same shall be agreed to by two-thirds of the naembers elected to 
eaoh House, such proposed amendment- or amendments shall be 

' entered on their journals, with the yeas and nays taken thereon, 
and the Secretary of State shall cause the same to be published, 
three months before the next general election for Eepresentatives of 
the State Legislature, in at least one newspaper in French aad 
English, in every parish in the State in which a newspaper shall be 
published ; and such proposed amendment or amendments shall be sub- 

, mitted to the people at oaid eieotion ; and if a majority of the voters 
at said election shall approve and ratify such amendment or amend- 
ments, the same shall become a part o( the Constitution, If more 
than one amendment be submitted at a time, they shall be submitted 
in suoh manner and form, that tho people may vote for or agMust 
eaoh amendment separately, 

TITLE X. — SCHEDITLI!. 

Art. 142. The (Constitution adopted in eighteen hundred and 
forty-Sve is declared to be superseded by this Constitution, and in 
SiG. 10. 
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order to carry the same into eflect, it is hereby deolai'ed aad ordaiaed 
ae follows : 

Abt. 143. All rights, actions, prose on tions, clsims and contracts, 
as weli of individuals as of bodies corporate, and all laws in force at 
the time of the aijoption of this Constitution, and not inconsistent 
therewith, shall continue as if the same had not been adopted. 

Art. 144. In order that no inconvenience may result to the 
public BOrvice from the taking effect of this Constitution, no of&ce 
shall be superseded thereby : hut the laws of ihe State relative to 
the duties of the several officers, Eseoutive, Judicial and Military, 
shall remain in full force, though the same be contrary to this Con- 
stitution, and the several duties shall be performed by the respective 
officers of the State, according to the existing laws, until the organ- 
ization of the Government undei this Constitution, and the entering 
into of&ce of the new officers to be appointed under aaid Government, 
and no longer. 

Akt. 145. Appointments to office by the Executive under this 
Constitution, shall be made by the Governor, to be elected under its 
authority. 

Akt. 146. The Legislature shall provide for the removal of all 
causes now pending in. the 'Supreme or othei Couits f the State 
undei; the Constitution of 1845, to Courts created by oi undei thi-^ 
Constitution. 

Aet. 147. Tbe tioie of seivii-e of all officers chosen by the 
people, at the first election under this Constitution, shall terminite 
as though 'the election had been holden on the fli'-t Monday of 
November, 1851, and they had entered on the discharge of their 
duties at the time designated theiein The fir«t class Senatoi^i 
designated in article 17 ^hall hold then seats until the day of the 
closing of the general elections in Novemhei, 1853, lad the second 
class until the day of the cloving of the general elections in Novem 
ber, 1855. 

Art. 148. The first elei,tion toi Judges of the Supreme Court 
shall be held on the fiist Monday of Apul nest, (l*^^,) and they 
shall enter into office on the first Monday of May, 1853. 

Aet. 149. The first term of service of the District Attorneys 
and the Clerks of the Inferior Courts to be ordered and established 
under this Constitution, shall be regulated by the term of service 
of the first Governor, so that a new election for these officers shall he 
held on the first Monday of November, 1855. 

TITLE XI. — OIIDINANCE. 

Aet. 150. Immediatelyafterthe adjournment of the Convention, 
the Governor shall issue his proclamation, directing the several offi- 
cers of this State authorized by law to hold eleotions for members of 
the General Assembly, to open and hold a poll in every parish of the 
State, at the places designated by law, upon the first Tuesday of No- 
vember next, for the purpose of taking the sense of the good people 
of this State in regard to the adoption or rejection of this Coustitu- 
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tion ; and it shall be tlie duty of said officers to receive the votes of 
al! persons entitled to vote under the old Constitution and under, this 
Constitution. Each voter shall express Lis opinion by depositing in 
a separate bos, Icept for that purpose, a ticket, whereon shall he 
writton " the Constitution aceepted," or " the Consiato tion rejected," 
or 'some such word as wiil distinctly conv^.y the intentioa of the 
Toteri At the conclusion of said election, which shall be conducted 
in every respect as the general -State election is now conducted, 
the Oommissioners designated to preside over the same, shall care- 
fully examine and conut each ballot so deposited, and siiail forthwith 
make due returns thereof to the Seci-etary of State, in conformity 
to the provisions of the existing law upon the subject of elections. 

Art. 151. Upon the receipt of the said returns, or on the fifth 
Monday of November, if the returns be not sooner received, it shall 
be the duty of the Grovernor, the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General and the State Treasurer, in the- presence of all such persona 
as may choose to attend, to compare the, votes given at the said poll 
for the ratification and rejection of this Constitution, and if it shall 
appear from" eatd returns that a majority of all the votes given, is for 
ratifiyjng this Constitution, then it shall be the duty of the Governor 
to make proolamation of that fact, and thenceforth this Constitution 
shall be ordained and established as the Cohstitntion of the State of 
Louisiana. But whether this Constitution be accepted or rejected, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor to cause to be published in the 
official paper of the Convention the result of the polls, showing the 
number of votes cast in each parish for and against the s^d 
Constitution. 

Art. 152. Should this Constitution be accepted by the people, 
it shall also be the duty of the Governor forthwith to i^ue his procla- 
mation, declaring the present Legislature, elected under the old Con- 
stitution, to be dissolved, and directing thte several officers of the 
State authorized by law to hold elections for members of the Gene- 
ral Assembly, to hold an election, at the places designated by law, 
upon the fourth Monday in December nest for Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor members of the General Assembly Secretary 
of State, Attorney Geneial Treasurer and Supeimtendent of Public 
Edncaticn and the said election shall be conducted and the 
returns thereof made in contoimity to the ex stin^, 1 twa upon the 
subject of State elections 

Art 153 The General Assembly elected unler th *! Conatifu 
tion shall convene at the State Hous m ^aton R uj,e u[ n the 
third Monday of Januaiy next after the elections and the Governor 
and Lieutenant Gjvernot elected at the Scime time shall be duly 
installed in oftico duiing the fnst week of the sessun and bofori, it

Art 154 All the publications herein oidtied ahill be made m 
the official journal of the Convention 

Art 155 This C u'^lituti n sh-^ll be pull ahed in Pien h nd 
EuqIi h in the cfSi,!rti i iindl of th Conv nt on fi m the period of 
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its adjournmeBt until the first Tuesday of November, 1852, one 
thousand eigtt hundred and fifty-two.

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SKETCH OF LOUISIANA. 



" Like all other European Colonies ia America, Louisiana was 
composed of al! tiie Tarioua elementB that formed iBe parent stock. 
Adventurers from ^11 ranks of society, many indigent aad some crim- 
inal individuals entered into the mixture from which arose the pres- 
ent population. 

Bembved to diataaees the most remote from their native plaoe, 
men may, for a time, retain many of their estahlished customs j but 
iooal position so powerfully influences human action, that habits are 
acquired which give a distinct feature to sooiety in all places. Some- 
thing more than a century has elapsed since the colony began to be 
peopled from Europe; many opinions, the offspring of national or 
family pride, have been discarded and replaced by others better suit- 
ed to the new position io which the posterity of the first settJers have 
been placed. 

As the Valley of the Mississippi will for ages be the receptacle of 
emigrants from the eastera slope of that chain of mountains which 
divides our country, a developement of its resourced, so favorable to 
agriculture and commerce, must claim, no little part of our attention. 

The comparative extent of surface, will, even at the present time, 
if carefully examined, enable the least discerning to trace the future 
migrations of wealth and power, and determine as far as human fore- 
sight can penetrate, the destiny of the United States. 

Ferdinand De Soto, in 1539—40, was no doubt the first European 

who actually travelled the regions near the mouth of the Mississippi, 

' 3 adventures have been presented in literature. So extrava- 



gant, however, were the then projects of Spanish traveller 
suit of the precious metals, and so little qualified to collect useful 
knowledge, that very few precise ideas of the countries through which 
they roamed, can be collected from their accounts. 

Wq may, therefore, conclude of the voyage of Soto, like many 
others, that he travelled, but did not discover the countries over 
which he travelled. 

After the voyage of Soto, one hundred and thntj-two years elapsed 
before further knowledge of Louisiana was obtained by any European 
nation. 

In 1674 two French traders, Joliet j,n(l Maiqucttc, reached the 
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Mississippi by penetrating from Canada through lakes Huron and 
Michigan, and through the Fort and "Wisconsin Eivers. 

In 1683, M. De La grille, Father Lowis Hennipen and the Chev- 
alier Zonty, discovered the country now called Louisiana, and which 
■ ' ■ 3 Arkansas, Missouri and Texas, and the course of the Missis- 



sippi. 

These adventurers reached that river by the lUinois. M. De La 
Salle esplored the river to the mouth- Hennipen surveyed'it up- 
wards above 8t. Anthony's Falls, went soon after to France, pub- 
.lished an, account of his discoveries, and named the country Lou- 

In 1683, De La: Salle retarned to Canada, and from theuce to 
France, when having assumed command of a smaD squadron, with 
which he landed on February 16, 1685, at the mouth of the Guada- 
loupe river, on the bay of Esperitu Santo, and built a fort. 

The object of this expedition was to establish a colony on the Mis- 
sissippi. 

From the very defective knowledge . then gained of the northern 
part of the G-ulf of Mexico, De La Salle passed the mouth of the 
Mississippi, and entering a deep and wide bay, he lauded hia men 
and eifects, thinking himself on the Misassippi, but soon found his 
lat*l error — an establishment was made aad a fort built. 

The country was taken possession of in the name of the king of 
France, with the formalities usual on such occasions, practised by 
European nations in their American conquests. 

In 1687, March 19th, De La Salle was murdered by two of his own 
men, on what is supposed the now Colorado river. Thus perished 
one of the moat active enterprising and illustrious discoverers that 
t d th h 11 f the new worid. 

Sh tly tt th d th f De La Salle, and the retreat of his bro- 
th th d f th 1 ny was captured by a Spanish detach- 
ront tfmNwL for that purpose, and the settlement 
b kn r 

Tw 1 y g 1 p d before another attempt was made by 

the Frenih governme t to ke possession of the regions contiguous to 
the Mississippi, At length, in 1698 a squadron was sent out to the 
Grulf of Mexico, commanded by D'lberville and his brother Bienville. 

The choice of the hitter officer was fortunate; to his genius, talents 
and conciliating manners, France stood indebted for the sncoess that 
crowned an expedition, with very inadequate means. 

On January 26, 1699, M. D'lberville and M. de Bienville arrived 
at Pensaoola, and found the bay and shore occupied by a Spanish 
force under Don Andre de la Kiole. On January 31, tin squadroQ 
anchored before Dauphin Island. 

lu the course of the first four months of this year, the coast from 
Mobile to the eflus of the Manchac, the lakes Maurepas and Pont- 
chartrain were succeisfuUy explored by the French. April 12fch, 
Fort on Biloxi bay was founded. 

In May, Iberville sailed for France, Leaving Bienville to command 
the colony, but returned the same year and resumed the government. 
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In May, 1700, Bienville, by order of Iberville, ascended Red 
Kiver to Natehitoohea, and on May 28tli, Iberville sailed to Europe, 
leaving the command to Bienville. 

Garrison built on the Mississippi, near where fort St. Philip, at 
the PJaquemine bend, now stands. 

In 1712, The King of Fran oe, by letters patent, ceded the civil 
juriediction of Louisiana to Crozat. 

In 1716, Bienville was appointed to command at the Mississippi. 
Hithei*^, this truly estimable man had aoted in a subordinaie station, 
and, though his brother Iberville was nominally the founder of the 
Colony, the active operations were performed by Bienville. Vigi- 
lant, humane, and just, he conciliated the savages by hia urbanity, 
and repelled their violence by his courage. In the spring of 1717, 
barracks, were erected on the left bank of the Mississippi river, and 
a city laid out and named frem the then Regent of liance, New 
Orleans, 

Louisiana, as ceded by France to the United States, la bounded 
South, by the Gulf of Mexloo ; East, by the State of Mississippi 
and Perdido rivers; North, by the Stat* of Misais'sippi, and an ima- 
ginary line connecting with the northernmost pait of the 49th de- 
gree of north latitude, and Southwest by Mexican provincea, con- 
tuning in the agregate 945,860 sqaare milea of surface. 

This immense surface is now divided into four sections ; 

The State of Louisiana, bounded by the Gulf of Mexico on the 
South; by the Sabine river and a meridian line from 32° to 33° 
North latitude, on the West, and by the States of Arkansas and 
Mississippi, North, and by the latter on the East."- 

The State contains, in round numbers, 46,000 square milea of area 
and is watered by the Mississippi, Red, Ouaohita, Atchafalaya and 
Pearl rivera, together with the numerous other streams of lesser 
note. 

The balance of the Province of Louisiana is included in Arkansas, 
Missouri and Tcxaa, and the Indian Territories in the Northwest. 

Louisiana is perhaps destined to be among the most remarkable 
upon which the happiness or misery of mankind have ever been or 
will be felt. It is the most extensive, unbroken, continuous body 
of productive soil on the globe. The climate the surface, and the 
animal and vegetable productions exhibit an endless variety. 

The cjrcurastancea, however, which render the political and moral 
picture of this State peculiarly diatinetive, ia, that almost the total of 
the productions of the industry ot lis inhabitants, and that of the 
whole Valley of the Mississippi and its itributaries, muat flow to one 
common centre. 

New Orleans, alone, will be forever what it is now, the mighty 
mart of the merchandise brought from more than a thousand 
rivers. IJnlesa prevented by some great accident or misrule in human 
affairs, this rapidly increasing city will, in no very distant time, 
leave the emporium of the Eaat far behind. 

With Boston, New York, Phihidelphia and Baltimore, on the left, 
Mexico on tha right, Cuba in front, the immense Valley of the 
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te rear, and California ou the West ; no other such a 
position for the acoamulation of wealth and power ever oxisted. 
_ By a careful and repeated admeasurement of the Mississippi 
river and iLa tribufaries, we find that they drain a country of more 
than 1,400,000 square miles. If this wide expanse was peopled 
equal to many, of the older States of the Union, which, according to 
the preaent.progi-ess of events, will, in less than two centuries hence, 
contain 100,00(),000 of human beings, who will send the greater 
portion of the fruits of their iolor to New Orleans. 
^ Few subjects have attracted more attention than the effects of local 
climate. The malignant fevers of the Southprn States , their 
nature, oiigin, oure, a d the ceitainty and uneettdinty of their 
recurrence, havp eseiciaed the pens of the most scientific medical 
mea of the ^e 

It is melancholy, however, to find that jeiiniog and the severest 
philosophical inqunies hdve filled to pioduce any t,er(ain or fixed 
facts a.* to the effect of climate in producing oi peipetuating dee 
tmctive malidies 

One will contend with ^leat aeal foi the contayous nature of 
yel'ow fever, whilst inother with equal eainestuess consideis this 
disorder a severe type of billious complaint, aggravated by a morbid 
atmosphere; and we find that both parties produce the sameevidenoe 
to probe the corrections of their antagonistical conclusions. Upon 
the subject of health all men are deeply concerned, and a knowledge, 
the want of which, has consigned many valuable lives to an eany 
and premature death Whatever may be the dilferenoe of specula- 
tive science between the members of the Medical profession, upon 
malignant fevers, they fully agree that the best preventative, is tem- 
perance, cleanliness, and wholesome air and food. 

That a great portion of the distempers of warm latitudes can be 
guarded against, J, cannot entertain a single doubt. 

Temperance, fresh air, good sound food in plenty, and above all, 
cleanliness of house and pei'son, will contribute much more to secure 
cities and countries from pestilence, than all the sanitary regulations 
that were ever framed for that purpose. 

An immense population must, ia a few years be concentrated on 
the alluvial lands of the South, and as every facility is given by our 
form of government for the adoptian of a prodential system of 
Police, evils may be prevented, that have heretofore carried their 
ravages over cities and countries. 

The importance of proper sanitary measures, ought to be con- 
stantly befoie the eyes of those who have the administration of 
Louisiana in their hands. The importance of these* measures to the 
yet unborn millions of human beings should maie us vigilant. We 
should not view future generations like distant nations,, with whom 
we hold no intercourse. We should remember, that in proportion^ 
as the present generation wisely provides for the happiness of its 
posterity, so will the reactive respect be from the latter to the 
former. 

There cannot be any of the inbabitaats who do not anticipate the 
Em. 11. 
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rising greatness of our Btate. Yet we fl^d but few wlio, ever lake 
into consideration tlie most suitable naeana to secure and acconiplisli 
that greatness. Robert Fnlton has aeoured to himself immortality 
by perfecting and introducing to use the expansive power of steaiu. 
Jenner gained a name imperishable as literature, for disarming the 
virus of small-pox. 

That man, who uniting energy of mind to political , authority, 
who shall, in Louisiana, provide means to remedy the misehiefs now 
emanating from the annual inundation of the Mississippi, and widens 
the surface of arable land, and lessens the diseases of those who are 
to exist upon its surface — &w&h a man would leceive the upontaneous 
respect of his oofemporaries and the lasting giatitude of every suc- 
ceeding generation. 

There is nothing imaginaiy or delusive m this pioBpi,ct Every- 
thing is practicable to be accomplished with tht, iL^ouices of oar 
people, 

A glance at the map of (be Mississippi aad tiibutary streams, 

gves us full conviction of the importance of the City of New 
rleans; but it demands deep leflection to foresee that it is necessary 
to preserve the lives of thousands and tens of tbousind"", who will 
daily visit this mighty and mcieising empoiium 

Immersed in their own piesent concerns, most men never bestow a 
thought upon any subject upon which they have no diieet interest. 
This has been, and doubtless evei will be, the common routine of 
human affairs ! 

There are noble esoeptiona to this {iincipko Let us hope that 
Louisiana will add on moie 

Let it not be considered useless or nnprofitable tr appeal to the 
wisdom of the administratoi s of our national or State Legislature, 
to oail their attention towaids a city, which, in the common course of 
events, miist have a deep inteiest in the future piogiesB of happiness, 
health, and power, in the United Htatos; to a city whose name has 
become dear to the whole American people; as a sct>ae where the 
nation gained — imperishable renown ; and to a city, upon the pros- 
perity of which, depends that of an immense number of the 
inhabitants of our Union. 

The general Government is ever engaged in providing security 
against the attacks of invaders. 

[t should not be forgotten, that there are enemies who have car- 
ried death and ruin int.o cities, fsaA against whose attacks, cannons or 
forts would be no defence. 

It is against this insidious foe, whose approach is slow and silent, 
whose deadly weapons are aimed at youth and beauty, as well as age 
and decrepitude. That national precaution ought to be moat 
cdTefuUy taken.

000;' Sweden, 132,500; Prnafia, 112,000; making a total of S,- 
723,300 tons of iron manufactured annually, In 1850 there were 
450 iron furnaoee in Great Britain, and of the 2,380,000 tons which 
these produced, about 809,000 were exported. In 1786 but 125,000 
tons were manufactured in Great Britain, and the total exports Were 
about 408 tons. During the ten months ending November 5, 1853, 
G^eat Britain exported 875,000,000 worth of iron, and by far the 
largest portion of this enormous mass of exports were taken by the 
United States. Of pig iron the United States received 57-000 tons, 
and Holland, which oomes next upon the list, toot 13,000, Of bar, 
bolt and rod iron, the United States took 263,530 tons, or nearly sis 
times as much as Canada, which received the next largest amount.

When the revolution haaided over to us tlie republic, won bj 
the blood and the sword rf our ancestors^ it embraced a terri- 
tory little greater than .that of our possessions on the Pacific at 
the present moment. Exposed on its frontiers to the attacks' 
of numerous tribes of remorseless savages^^eut off in its west-' 
era limits from the ocean by the possessions of a power hostile 
to U8 in feeling, and different from us in language — the, repub- 
lic has advanced in its course, dealing with the savage with 
justice and magnanimitjj and obtaining only by fair conces- 
sions what was necessary to its development ; and in passing 
the boundaries of the Mississippi, and sweeping across, the- 
great mountains to the Western ocean, it has violated no law 
of good neighborhood, but relied upon those of negotiation and 
purchase, or the results of a just war, undertaken in mainte- 
nance of ,the integrity of the national domain. From a terri- 
tory of less than 900,000 square miles the republic has swelled 
into nearly th,ree millions of miles, being nearly one-half of the 
whole of North America. This vast domain is nearly ten times 
as large as that of Great Britain and Ireland and Prance com- 
bined — three times aslarge'asthe whole of France, Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, Austria, Prussia, Spain, Portugal, Belgium^ 
Holland, and Denmark together— one and a half times as large 
as the Russian empire in Europe — one-sixth less only than the 
area covered by the fifty-nine or sixty empires. States, and re- 
publics of Europe — of equal extent with the Eoman empire, or 
that of Alexander, neither of which is said to have exceeded 
three millions of square miles. 

Already does our empire estend over domain wider than that 
of the Romans in their proudest dajis of conquest. From the 
island of Brazos, in the Gulf of Mexico, to the straits of Fuca, 
on the Northern Pacific ; from the Arostook valley to the bay 
of San Diego, the Union extends its leviathan proportions; 
Ths inhabitants of these extreme points, more distant than th» 
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shores of the Old and New World apa,rt, on the usual routes 
of travel, are brothers and fellow-citizens trnder common laws 
and with a common destiny. It is as though the Shetland 
islands and the Bosphorus, Siberia and the gates of Hercules, 
were made the outports of an empire which embraced the whole 
of Europe. For such an empire Alexander and Cseaar sighed- 
in vain, and Napoleon deluged Europe in blood. 

Viewed in its great geograpliical divisions, the portions 'which 
are watered by rivera falling into the Atlantic and the Pacific 
are respectively of very nearly equal areas; whilst the great 
Ulterior valley has an extent but little less than the Pacific and 
Atlantic regions combined. 

Considered in less geographical divisions, the area of the 
northwestern States is nearly two and a half- times as large as 
that of the northern — twice as large as the southwestern — four 
times as large as the southern — eight times as large as the 
middle States — fifteen times as large as New England. 

Divided as slave territory and free territory, exclusive of un- 
formed territorial governments, the slave States have one and 
a third times the territory of the free States. 

The shore line of this great empire, including the indentures 
of bays, &c., is 12,609 miles, equal to one-half the circumfer- 
ence of the earth ; or if we follow the irregularities of i8la.nds 
and enter the rivers as far as tide extends, the total shore line 
of the United States wil! he found to be 33,069 niiles, or one 
and ono-third the circumference of the earth. 

The area of the great western valley has been calculated aej 
follows : 

Ohio valley . . . 200,000 square miles.

Its outline is 6,100 miles, and this portion of the Union in-i 
eluded, embraces weetefti New York, Pennsylvania, and Vir- 

finia ; Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
.rkansas, and Missouri ; Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio ; Michi- 
gan, Iowa and Wisconsin, whose total population may be estim- 
ated at 10,000,000 or 12,000,000. From 1800 to 1810 the 
population of the valley doubled. In half a century its popu- 
tion has increased twenty-fold — an average duplication every 
12 years. The average density to the square mile is now but 
10 or 12. If as densely populous as Britain, there is space 
anough in pur interior empire for 800,000,000 of people. 
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Mr. CalhouE, in Iiis great report on the Memphis coni'en- 
tion (1846), kindled with the magnificent theme -which waa pre- 
sented before him — a population pressing \ipon the limits of 
the Rocky mountains — a tonnage augmented thirty-fold in 
thirty years — a, trade already equfulhng the whole foreign ex- 
ports and imports of the United States together — thi-ee hun- 
dred milliona of dollars — and this but in the beginning : 

" Looking beyond to a not very distant future, when this 
immense valley, containing within its limits one million two 
hundred thousand sqiiare miles, lying in its whole extent in the 
temperate zone, and occupying, a position midway between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific oceans, unequalled in fertility and the 
diversity of its productions, intersected in every direction hj 
the mighty stream, inclnding iia tributaries, by which it M 
drained, and which supply a continuous navigation of upwarife 
of ten thousand miles, with acoaat, including both banks, of 
twice that length, shall be crowded with population, and its re- 
sources fully developed ; imagination itself is taxed in the at- 
tempt to realize the magnitude of its commerce. " 

After these tedious details, let us rise to some calculation 
which must become of exciting interest. What may we reason- 
ably calculate as the increase of the population of the United 
States in the next hundred years ? If its increase be as great 
aa in the last sixty years, we shall have 49T,000,000; if as 
great as between 1840 and 1850, deducting foreigners that 
have come in and formed a part of the population, it would be 
252,000,000; if it were no greater than the increase of Dela- 
ware, which has increased the le^t of all the States,! it would 
be 48,000,000. At a mean of this ratio and that of the Union 
in sixty years, we shall have in 1900, 75,000,000, and in 1950, 
125,000,000. This calculation will no doubt be nearer the 
truth than any other. 

" A probable distribution of the population .of the United 
States in 1960 would be, the Atlantic States §0,000,000, the 
Mississippi yalle;^ 75,000,000, the Pacific coast 20,000,000. 

But these are idle dreamings. Those who have prophesied 
before have proved such indifferent prophets that we cannot 
but be considered on dangerous ground. "Who shall dare to 
compute -ffhat waves from the ocean of eternity shall come roll- 
ing' in' year, and year, and year again, in a whole century 
which is before us? ■ What wars, what pestilences, what fa- 
mind, what social or political convulsions, what breaking up 
and building up of dynasties, what territories gained, what ter- 
*itorieslost ! Will the liberties of our people subsist then, and 
their vital energies be'preserved ? In a hundred years nations 
liave risen to glory, or have perished aiid been lost. In a hun- 
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dred years tlic whole face of the earth has heeii cliaiiged. 
Sweeping over this great contment, and over the neighboring 
isles from the Northern ocean to the southern aeae, under the 
flag of the great republic, will these hundred millions of human 
beinga assert their liberties, aa we are doing to-day, or, cor- 
rupted, and broken up into factions, will they present to the 
■world a second Eome in ruins, whose decline and fa!! it wi!l be 
the melancholy part of another Grihbon to indite? God pro- 
tect and watch over us a« a people, keep for us our liberties 
and our national honor, aid and sustain us in our amazing pro- 
gress, and let a hundred years to come produce the great re- 
sults indicated for them by the past, and such as were the ob- 
ject of the prayers of the wise and good fathei^ of the republic. 

Let ua pass in rapid review some of the evidences of the in- 
dustrial progress of the "United States which are displayed in 
ite commerce, agriculture, and manufactures. 

In the five years which preceded the adoption of the federal 
constitution, the exports and imports of the country did not 
exceed together fifty-five millions of dollars annually — being 
about one-sixth as much as the commerce of Great Britain, and 
one-third aa much as that of France. In the last year the same 
commerce has reached $500,000,000 — a ten-fold increase — 
being considerably more than that of France, and three-fiftha 
of that of Great Britain. Eight or ten years ago the commerce 
of Great Britain was not larger than ours at the present time, 
and her trade with all the world near the close of the last cen- 
tui'y did not exceed her present trade with us. 

what shall be the future of our commercial empire is more 
than the mind of man can now conceive. It has been gaining 
annually 7 or 8 per cent, on that of Great Britain, and oven 
at this ratio, in twelve or fifteen years the two countries will 
share equally of the empire Of the seas. But there is every 
reason to expect a larger ratio of increase when the great fields 
of the West are entirely opened and developed, when the South 
shall be stimulated to her utmost powere of production, when 
the shores of the Pacific shall be as populous as those of the 
Atlantic, and the commercial empire of the Indies be opeiled 
to us by a great overland railroad, and fleets of steamships — 
when all of our mineral and manufacturing resources shall be 
brought into full development — then shall open to us a com, 
^erce which the world has never paralleled in any single na- 
tion, and which will be as considerable as that of all the com- 
bined powers of the world. Great and benignant are tlic 
Bults of commerce upon the families of men. Let us take the 
extremest limits of the ocean, the stormiest islet of the deep 
struggling against the thousand billows, and what do we find 
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The aailor aotl the trp.der have been there, and the return of 
the white wings is hailed by anxious mnltitudes, who bring out 
their richest treasures to be bartered for the veriest trifles of 
civilization. I"rom the interoourse which arises, new wants are 
stimulated in their bosoms. They begin to think with the new 
objects which occasion thought; their views and ideas are na- 
turally expanded to a wider compass, and they are insensibly 
moulded in the type of those who have excited their highest ad- 
miration and wonder. Mysterious, beneficent, and wise are the 
ways of Providence, when evert the interests of men are called 
into requisition to work out the great problem of their exis- 
tence. 

The tonnage of the United States is 4,500,000 tons, as large 
as that of Great Britain five, or six years ago, if, indeed, upon 
a close calculation, the two countries do not already vie with 
each other. At all events, the ratio of increase of 'our tonnage 
is twice as great as that of Britain. Nearly 2,000,000 tons 
have been huilt by us in the last five years, which is four times 
as much as in the five years preceding 1820. The JSorth con- 
trols this tonnage, and it is calculated by Mr. Kettell realizes 
fifty millions a year out of the caiTying ti'ade which she is 
permitted to conduct for the South. The steam marine of 
the Union is 600,000 tons, being four times as great as in 1840. 

The home or inter-State trade of the country, under the 
influence of perfect freedom, and without the restraint of the 
revenue laws, may be estimated at $1,000,000,000, The com- 
merce which floats on western waters is estimated at $4,00,000,- 
000; and the commerce of the Great Lakes at $300,000,000. 

During the war of Napoleon, the carrying trade of the world 
was in our hands, and produced an amount of prosperity in 
the country which was unexampled. In the event of another 
general war in Europe, were it possible for us to be kept out 
of the fray, an extension of our commerce would result which 
even figures might refuse to express. 

The manufacturing progress of the United States is scarcely 
less marvellous than the commercial. We have invested in 
them $600,000,000 or $700,000,000, and our manufacturing 
prodnc; reaches $1,000,000,000. In 1807, we manufactured 
but 800 bales of cotton ; in 1834, 216,000 bales ; in 1852, over 
600,000 bales, greatly more than is manufactured by France, 
and one-third as much as Great Britain, though twenty years 
ago we only manufactured one-fifth as much as she did. The 
South and the West, in the same period, have doubled the pro- 
portion which their cotton manufacture bears to tha.t of th« 
Union. Cotton goods constitute one-half of the whole exports 
*f Great Britain, and seven-eighths of the whole amount eon- 
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Bumed in Europe and America ia the product of southern slai 
labor. In the manpfactnre of cotton it ia computed that more

I shall be brief on the subject of agriculture. In 1840 it 
was estimated to produce for m ^600,000,000. In 1850, by 
a close calculation on a deficient crop, the amount swells to 
$1,000,000,000, and at this moment may be taken to be 
$1,200,000,000. We produce $150,000,000 in cotton, against 
$200,000 or $300,000 at the beginning of the century. Our 
sugar. cr6p is already $14,000,000 or $15,000,000. There 
■was a third more of wheat, and double a3 much corn, produced 
in 1850 than in 1840. 

We have 113,000,000 acres of land in cultivation, or 300,- 
000,000 in occupancy, or about one-sixth part of the area of 
the republic. These are carved out into about 1,448,000 
farms, or distinct agricultural interests, with $3,500,000,000 
invested in farms, implements, &c. — an average extent to each 
farm of 282 acres, ffhai other country in the world can show 
results like these ? 

The physical well-being of a people has much to do with 
their social advancement. In the United States, fourtcen-fif- 
teentha of the free families have houses to themselves, whilst 
in Great Britain only six-sevenths are so favored, or about half 
the proportion. Comparing the different sections of the 
Union, it would appear that the Territories have most houses 
in proportion to population ; the South comes next ; the South- 
west next; then New England; and last, the North. The 
number of persons to a family is smallest in the Temtories, 
next in New England, and largest in the North. 
■ When we come to the education of the people, we find that 
2,150,000 boys, and nearly 1,900,000 girls, are at schools and 
colleges — being about one-fifih of the free population. The 
proportion in England and Wales is 1 in 8 ; Spain, 1 in 17 ; 
Unssia, 1 in 77. The number of white persons over twenty 
years of age in the United States who cannot read and write 
is 1,053,000, about one-twelfth of the persona of that age. 
In England and Wales, in three years, half the persons who 
registered their marriages were incapable of reading and 
writing. 

In comparing different sections of the Union with regard to 
education, we find that whilst in New England only 1 adult in 
about 375 cannot read and write ; in the middle States, 2 in 
100 oannot; southern States, 9 in 100 cannot; southwestern, 
8 ; northern, 5 ; northwestern, 17, growing out of the great 
proportion of ibreign-bom — fourteen out of every hundred 
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there being incapable of reading and writing, which, is the same 
proportion of the foreign-born in New Eiigland. In the whole 
Union, 1 in 25 cannot read and write of the native-born, and 
1 iii 12 of the foreignbom. 

These are gratifying results, and they should incite us to 
stiU farther eiforts in the cause of education. Shall a great 
and wealthy country pause to consider the difficulties or eaa- 
merate the cost of distributing light and instruction throughout 
all its extent, and of bringing homo to each embryo citizen — 
even the veriest offspring of beggary and want— the means of 
becoming a nobleman in the only sense in which our institu- 
tions admit of, nobility, and in which the might of intellect can 
make us all noble ? I know of no patriot service more exalted 
than of that man who will come forward in our legislative 
halls to produce and carry out, from an enlightened apprecia- 
tion of the subject in all its bearings, such educational move- 
ments as the exigencies of the country demand.- 

Let us diffuse knowledge throughout the length and breadth 
of this great country ; miStiply the means of information ; send 
the schoolmaster into every hovel ; dot every, hill with the 
school-house and college ; let the press, without intermission, 
night and day, pour forth its steady streams of hght ; foster 
science and the arts; let the civilizing and God-like influences 
of machinei-y uninterruptedly extend, Then will the future 
of our country open, boundless and great, beyond all example, 
beyond all compare, and countleBS ages bless its mission and 
acknowledge its glorious dominion. 

Jt was our intention to have said something about pauperism 
and its attendant ills in our country, as compared with others, 
but this is unnecessary : the number is not one-thirtieth aa 
great as in Great Britain. This is an evil, however, which ad- 
vances with an advancing, country. The social and agi'ariaa 
doctrines of France cannot take root among us for a very long 
period, unless we' encourage class legislation, and incite the 
poor to think there is something of robbery in the idea of pro- 
perty. The sound patriot will resist the teachings of the de- 
magogue which lead to this. He will know the true nature of 
property and of its laws. He will know that it is natural^ 
and, if natural, proper, though we may not see the reason--^ 
that poverty and want, and disease and misery, should lo t^ 
next door neighbor of wealth and unbounded prosperity. The 
towers of the palace oast their shadows down upon the roofless 
hovel, as naturally as the mountains do upon the neighboring 
hills. Yet that nobleman has not oppressed that beggar. He 
may, indeed, be liberal, and generous, and just, and moui-n 
over the misery all the w«alth in the world could not relieve. 
SiG. 19. 
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Nor is the beggar a .victim of society and its laws; without 
that society, or those laws, lie had not existed — he could not 
exist with the same eeeurity ; his fathers before him prospered 
( for generations of misei-y m the same' household is scarcely a 
snpposable case,) and his children would have no liope. Ex- 
claim against Nature, that she has sent you in the world half 
finished, maimed, diseased, imbecile, an idiot— that you were 
bom under the frozen sei-pent of the North, and mnst struggle 
against tumbling icebergs, or in the death-dealing breath of 
torrid suns — hut limit not your complaintB to these. In evin- 
cing her partiality in these respects, has she proclaimed an im- 
partiality in every other? Is it not equally an outrage upon 
your rights, your equality, that yoiir neighbor is" taller, or 
stouter, better favored, more intellectual, or that he has broad- 
er acres, greater poaaessions, and more comforts? All the 
governments in the world could not prevent these distinctions. 
The worst government only would attempt it , for in the eifort 
how much injustice and wrong must be done to those who, to 
say the least of it, have as much right to their possessions, how- 
ever earned, a.s you have to take them away ! The remedy is 
within ourselves. It is for us to apply it. Be industrious, be 
frugal, be circumspect ; if these remove not the evil, we have 
s. claim Upon the benevolence, not upon the justice, of our fel- 
lows. Sue, but not demand. If this benevolence fail, we are 
simply another victim of that inexplicable, yet, as we ought to 
believe, wise Providence, which strikes down without reason or 
explanation, and teaches the utter notliingness of man by her 
frequent indifference to his fate- 

tn 1823 we began the consti'uction of railroads : in 1830 
we had 41 mHes; in 1840, 2,167 miles; m 1864, 15,648 miles; 
being twice the extent of those in Great Eiitain, and consi- 
derably more than in all the rest of the, world together. ' Whilst 
the average cost in our country has been about ^30,000 a mile, 
the cost m Europe has averaged about $100,000. We have 
put in operation in the last year about 3,000 miles, and have 
in courae of construction a programme of 12,612 miles. 

The mineral resources of t!'=e United States include almost 
every article of great coromei'cial value. The coal and iron 
resources of some of our western States are as large as those 
of the whole of Britain; we have lead md copper m piofusion, 
and the gold resources of Cabfomii aie almost equal to those 
of the fabulous reports of Oimua and the Ind As labor 
cheapens, and population centiahzes, and becomes dense, the 
muieral resources of the Union will be developed, and it need 
^ve us little concern that they lemam undeveloped now, since 
our capital and labor are so abundantly and piofitably employ- 
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B(I . in a thouBand other cliannels. The patrimoiij we shall 
leave to our children. ■ The results of the golcl mines of Oali- 
fornia alone, in market value, equal almost the value of the 
■whole cotton crop of the southern States of the Union. 

But, to conclude : in sketching thus rapidly the history of 
our country, how striking is the contrast of its early colonial 
periods with the present hour ! It was in the sixteenth cen- 
tury that the leading European powers were introduced to a 
minute acquaintance with the continent of America. Advent- 
lU'ous navigation had rescued a world from savage dominion, 
and there, were adventuroi^ spirits enough to people that 
world, and identify thenceforward their destinies with it. A 
hundred years after, and civilization planted her ahodea tlii'ough 
all this waste. Peculiar indeed is the feeling with which these 
infant days of our coautry is regarded ; so like an illusion does 
it all seem — so liltea dream of glowing imagery. "We look 
back as to a classic era, and the romance of Pocahontas and of 
Kaleigh, of Fernando de Soto, and Juan Ponce de Leon ; do 
they thrill us less than the beatific visions of the Greek, recur- 
ring to ages long ago, when Ilion resisted the shocks of Aga- 
memnon's heroes, and the Argo sailed away to distant Colchia ? 
The dim anticLuity seems gathered ai-ound both of them alike. 
But let it pass, ail — the rouiance of our history ! They ima- 
gined not, the men of that day imagined not, .the stupeudoiis 
results which have occurred. so soon. They eawnot the benign 
and regenerating infiuences of a virgin land, preserved for 
countless ages uncorrupted by tyranny and ignorant of oppres- 
sion. Could such 'a soil have nnrtm'ed else than freemen? 
They saw it not; and do we, even we, see other than darkly 
yet, the grand consammationi the mighty destinies of the re- 
gions which three centuries ago were proclaimed from the mast- 
head of a craay ocean bark, a speck upon the distant heaven? 
The developements of American character are replete with 
instruction, and solve one of the most remarkable' problems in 
the history of mankind. The untried scenes of a new world, 
cut off by ti-ackless oceans from contact and communion with 
the civilization of unnumbered generations, were aufiicient to 
introduce, what might have been predicted of them, results new, 
striking, and "without a precedent. The indomitable wUl, the 
stem endurance, the inflexible and hardy spirit of indepen- 
dence, the high daring, the lofty patriotism, the adventurous, 
unlimited enterprise, the genius resolute, active, intrepid, inex- 
haustible in resources, elastic in vigor and in freshness, huoy-^ 
ant ever and hoping on, and executing, amid every trying 
scene, every danger, and difficulty, and disaster — tiiumphing 
everywhere and in all things. Philosophy could have argued 
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tliia complexion for the men whose fathers brayed so much be- 
yond the ocean, and would pbiloaopby have won less than the 
feme of prophecy by, her judgment t 

Let TIB- trace a few of the influences which have been at work 
in this coimtry, and which more than all others have been felt 
in the development o£ its character and power. 

'1. With the benefit of the experience of other great pow- 
ers, the United States have inherited none of the abuses which 
in them have been consecrated by time, and which cannot be 
touched by the hand of the reformer without endangering the 
whole franie-work of society. It is thus that the patriotism of 
Europe ia conservative, whilst that of America may boldly ap- 
proximate to radicalism. We may touch the Springs of socie- 
ty, and rearrange its delicate machinery, without the appre- 
hension which is felt in other governments of throwing the 
whole into inextricable disorder. 

2. Freedom of religious faith and worship to Catholics, Pro- 
testants, and all, has been guarantied in every period of our 
history. The divorce of church and State is the indispensable 
condition of the prosperity of either. Leagued with the church, 
the State has ever been able to derive such sanctions for its 
abuses as are the most imposing iipon the minds of men and 
the moat fatal to their liberties. Degraded and corrupted by 
such contact, the church, in its despotism over the consciences 
of men, has crushed out all true religion. Better all the 
"isms" which our free system has brought; all the scandal 
of. fanatic excess; far better than the tythe system, the trad- 
ing in church benefits and presentations, the courts eclcesiast- 
ical, the thunders of excommunication, the princely estates of 
the .clergy — robbing honest industry of its hard earned gains, 
arid converting into an engine of stupendous plunder the meek 
and lowly religion of Christ. The religion of America is the 
spontaneous offering of the heart, and m elevating and enlarg- 
ing it, has imparted to us no little of our power. Free to 
choose our form of worship, and to contribute as it may please 
us to its support, our people are already ministered to by 
27,000 clergymen, have constructed 3S,000 churches at an 
expense of |8TfOOO,0&0, and have church-room to accommo- 
date at one sittmg 14^900,000 of people, 

3.. There are no priviledged classes in America — no rank, 
except that of honor — no nobility, except that of the intellect 
and the heart — no title of distinction higher than that of the 
gentleman, which, in its fulness of meaning in our country, in- 
■folvoa all, and often more than Till, that is claimed abroad for 
proudest earl or marquis, duke, or prince of the realm. The 
way to greatness is opened alike with us to the son of the me- 
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chanic and the millioaaire. What a premium is here offered 
to the virtues — what a, field for promotion to energy and ta- 
lent ! A splendid ancestry may, indeed, aometimes illumine 
the way^to greatness, and furnish models for the descendants. 
It is more often the justification of indolence and the palliation 
of vice. The merit of dead men, when claimed for the living, 
is like stara, we are told, seen in the water, which would not 
he there but for their bright originals in heaven. Wealthy 
classes we must have and shall have — men estranged from the 
cares and necessities of daily business — men to be the patrons- 
of art and of letters, and to cultivate them in elegant repose 
— retired scholars and gentlemen. Such are necessary to cor- 
rect the strong material tendencies of our people— to teach . 
them that there is a progress of the moral and the intellectaal, 
as well 38 of the physical — that authors and artists, and poets 
and boobs, are as necessary as railroads and telegraphs — that 
letters are as important as land. We want these, and they 
ai'e fast presenting themselves. In theforest, in contests with 
nature and the savage, America has been too busy in acting 
out her great national epic to have had time to wi'ite it. Let 
Europe sneer at our want of literature. We have begun at the 
base, and not at the apex. ■ We are teaching the people to 
read books, which is more than she has ever done. The mines 
of thought which are being sprung throughout our reading 
masses will, as soon as the pressare of the physical is entirely 
removed, give to as Augustan and Elizabethan ages which shall 
not be memorable by their exception. 

4. In the United States local legislation has been left where' 
it ought to be, in the hands of local legislators^ which is the' 
greatest safeguard that could be devised against excessive and- 
unequal legislation, the bane of all other countries. The nearer 
the government can be brought home to the people the more 
intimate will be the part they will take in it; the greater the 
responsibility exacted, the wiser and more intelligent the rules 
of action- adopted. Local legislators can better understand the 
interests and wants of their constituency than could a central 
Congress legmlating. in detail for m-eat communities. Under a 
system like ours there is no room for the tyranny, of sections; 
teit each is entirely adequate to its own security and protec- 
tion. Thus is power distributed, and not concentrated. Thus 
may it be subjected to- wise restraints, and preserved most 
effectually for good, and least effective for evil. We find here 
what may be called the compromises of the American system^. 
Let us adhere to them. The encroachment made to-day upon 
the reserved rights ef the weakest and most remote of our co- 
sovereigns will to-morrow weave a yoke for our own necksi- 
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If this gi-eat system is to be pi'eserved, there must be i-espeot 
paid to the righla of all of its parts. Tfi& North as well as the 
South, the- East as well as the West, must share equally of the 
benefits or the burdens. .Only ruiu can follow the infraction 
of the rights and prlYileges of any section. Melancholy expe- 
rience has taugbt na this, and may we profit by that expe- 
rience. 

5. The people of the United' States have been content to 
take care of their own affairs, without intermeddling with those 
of others. The exceptions have been felt ; and ought not to 
be called in precedent. The Fatherof the Republic coanaelled 
this course as suited to our exigencies, and enabling us the 
better to be employed in the development of our own nation- 
ality. Moral influence we may give to the struggles of brother 
fejniblicaus abroad — ^wiae counsels, sound -examples, without 
setting ourselves up as the propagandists of political princi- 
ples, or entering upon a Don Quixote crusade against oppres- 
sion and wrong throughout the world. Let Europe, for the 
present, fight out her own battles. Her old and decayed sys- 
tem must crumble down — her people must be born again be- 
fore they can be fitted for the fail blaze of the" light of liberty 
which dazzles not our eyes. Time alone can bring about 
this. " Who would be free, themselves must strike the blow. ' ' 
The liberties of the millions now and hereafter inhabiting our 
country will be task enough for one nation adequately to main- 
tain and guard. "The Greeks are at our doors." If the 
wise rule of our ancestors is ever to be departed from — and it 
is not claimed as applicable rigidly to every period of our na- 
tional being — ^the case must be one of far greater merit than 
Europe has presented in the last half century. Now that the 
Old World is likely to be convulsed again — that the fires which 
have been lit by Cossack and Turk by the shores of the Bos- 
phorua threaten general conflagration — that Poland, and Italy, 
and Hungary, may be found again asserting in arms their 
liberties and nationalities — that English bayonet and French 
artillery shall awaken all the dire elements of war which have 
slumbered so long, from the Baltic tj> the Mediterranean 
— hard indeed will it be for us to resist the pressru'e from 
our sympathies and retaui our wise neutrality. Much will 
there be to gaU our pride; much to tax our endurance and 
outrage the noblest sentiments of the heart; yet once let us 
yield and become involved in these great straggles, and when 
and where shall we be disentangled from themr The drama 
of our future will be one of violence and blood. Neither man- 
hood nor religion requires from us greater love for others than 
for ourselves. We are doing more for republicanism through- 
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out the world, by . fm'nishing it a home, and proving in it the 
practicability of republican institutions, when wisely framed 
and administered, than could be afforded by all the material 
aid and intervention which fleets and armies «ould "Carry. The 
gallantryof Ingrahani, sustained by the President and by Con- 
gress, has sufficiently aroused Europe to the fact that repub- 
lican America well knows how and when to extend the protec- 
tion of its flag and the power of its nationality. 

6. iPreedom of speech and of the press are the inalienable 
birthright of the American citizen. With such levers, what 
abuse cannot he probed — what' outrage redressed? We dare 
to speak our thoughts and to print them. This magic power 
of. the press is at work throughout the land. Two thousand 
five hundred newspapers are discussing and elaborating mea- 
sures of policy and crieticising the actions of public men. It 
is a power that is hnndr^d-eyed and hundred-armed, and sleeps 
not — ■vratchful sentinels of the liberties of the people. There 
is something .almost divine in its action. Licentious at times 
though it be, prostituted to base uses, better this than the 
gag law and the censor, and the other restraints which despo- 
tiam throws around it in Europe. The freedom of the press is 
the segie of our liberty. 

The density of population in the United States does not 
exceed seven persons to the square mile, whilst in Great Bri- 
tain there are 234 to the square, mile, and in Belgium 385. 
'While the densest of our States — Massachusetts — contains 137 
to the square miJe, the least dense — Minnesota and Oregon — 
have only one inhabitant to every 30 or 40 square miles. 

With the same density as Massachusetts, the United States 
would embrace 420 millions; with the, density of Belgium, our 
territory is vast enough to include all the present inhabitants 
of the earth. 

It is not in the power of man to conceive of a case more 
typical of the wonderful advances of om' country than the 
growth of sonie of its great cities— for example, Cincinnati. 
About the time when the federal constitution was adopted, 
Mathias Denman, of New Jersey, bought for |550, eight hun- 
dred acres of the land on which the whole of all the great 
business streets of Cincinnati are now located.' In 1800, but 
750 persons had made their residences here. In 1840, there 
were 46,000; in 1850, 115,000— a three-fold increase in ten 
years. At the present moment the number cannot be less than 
150,000, which will make Cincinnati the fourth or fifth city in 
the Union. Thus can men, in its midst, in the very activity 
and meridian of hfe, in sweeping the eye over its deasely-com- 
pact streets, its marts of commerce, its richly-laden v 
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its palaeea of wealth, its apleniiid cathedrals of religion, itg 
Bchooi-houaes and its colleges, its quays, with their fleets of 
steamers, its railroads and telegraphs, approaching from every 
point of the compaas, remember and recount scenes of the In- 
dian wigwam and the Indian waiTfhoop, and when in all of its 
splendid and almost enchanted prospect was heard but the 
woodman's axe. 

The State in which it is situated is another miracle of the 
present century. Admitted into the Union in 1802, with a 
population of 45,000, or two-thirds the population of Delaware, 
she already Vies with Pennsylvania, and does not fall far short 
of the population of all of the New England States together. 
She has 820 miles of canals, built at a cost of $17,000,000, 
and 1,418 miles of railroads — a greater extent than any other 
State in the Union except New York. Her roads in progress 
(1853) were 1,736 miles, making a total progi'arame of 3,154 
miles. The magic lamp of Aladdin, in Eastern story, scarcely 
developed more rapid creations of wealth and power. The 
quick and infinite changes of the kaleidoscope are the only pa- 
rallel for these. 

The great interior valley, too, of which it is a part — the 
. central basin of the Mississippi, and its tributaries — what en- 
chantment at every step ! The smoking cabin, the stealthy 
savage, the stalwart pioneer, the victim at the stuke, the toma- 
hawk and the scalp, the hunter's horn, the log house, and 
the picket, the interminable forests, the arrow trail ! The nine- 
teenth centui-y opened thus upon the mighty West ! It is so 
no more ; the mansion rises, the plough speeds, the locomotive 
whizaes by, the paddle-wheels of the steamer dash into spray 
the slugged waters of every tortuous stream; fields laden with 
produce, wealth heaped up on every quay ; the fashions of 
Paris, the elegance, the civilization, the intellectual culture of 
European courts! The spirit of the Anglo-Saxon has brooded 
over this waste, and chaos has is'oken up into life and light, 
and a thousand forms of attractiveness and beauty. Westward 
has been the tide of empire. It has been leaving even Ohio 
behind, and in its rapifl footsteps making of it a very far 
down-east State. No longer may it be sung of her as of yore— 
" Together let UB rise, 
Seek brighter pltuns and more indulgent akies, 
, Where fair Ohio rolls her amber tide, 
And nature bloasoms in her vu-gin pride. " 

The centre of representative population of the Union is now 
west of the mouth of the Ohio. Standing at this point, four 
great arms of an inland ocean are opened to either point of the 
compass. To the east the Ohio ascends 1,000 miles, pcne- 
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trafing in its tributaries the interior of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Virginia — to the west the Missouri sweeps 3,000 
miles towards the waters of the Western ocean — to the north 
and the south old Mississippi, father of aU rivers, conveys his 
waters to the ocean. It haa been working its way onward, 
that old river, further than our fancy may trace it — through 
all climes, and lands, and people — ^from where its remote 
soOTce, a sleeping lake, deep set in impenetrable shades, on 
mountain heights, beyond all haunts of civilized life, mirrors 
savage and unchased beasts, it has worked itself on, father of 
all waters, among mountains 

" Where rolls tbo Oregon, and hears no sound 
Save his own dashings," 
It ia not possible that the tide of emigration from abroad 
to our country can continue always. The improvements in the 
arts, and the discharge of the surplus, will render the induce- 
ments abroad to emigrate less and less. New outlets to emi- 
gration are opening in other countries, as in Australia, Ca- 
nada, &c. It is against all the precedents of history that 
such a state of things ahonl long continue. Though our ter- 
ritories seem to be boundless, population has not a necessary 
tendency to swell in the ratio of territory. But whether the 
increase continue or not, esperience has shown, against all ex- 
pectation, that this large influx of foreigners has not deteroir- 
ated the national morals, or endangered the national liberties. 
The danger of our country's tending towards rank and mo- 
narchy from the influx of persons brought up under such forms 
of government seemed to be the most pressing ; but the very 
reverse has been the tendency, and we haverun and are every 
day mnning more and more into extremes of democracy. The 
foreign element may increase this tendency, but its proportion 
being annually less and less to the native born, and its diffu- 
sion being very general over large sections, its effects must be 
neutralized. The States which have been most increased by 
such population have shown nothing less of the pride of re- 
publicanism, the principles of progress, and the desire for men- 
tal development, than those that have derived ho such increase. 
It is only in the large cities that the foreign element has ever 
been unfavorably felt ; and this is rather owing to the fact that 
the worst portions of such population will stop there naturally, 
and because in great cities vice and crime are more natural 
even with the natives. In many of our large northern cities 
there is a species of native population, known by various Bill- 
ingsgates designations, who, in readiness for lawless excess, are 
certainly nothing behind the worst class of foreigners. A 
people who have derived so much from foreign increase should 
SiG. 20. 
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be the last to coaiplain of its exceaees. With one-third of our 
standing army of foreign hirth, and with so large a foreign 
portion of the physical working power which has been extend- 
ing our wonderful systeiii of public improvement, and so fast 
filling up the wilderness, it httle becomes us to express dis- 
trust, The foreigner soon assimilates to the soil, and he, and 
his children after him, are the ready defenders of the flag of 
ths country. If they are for a time more exposed than any 
other population to the wiles of the demagogue, we should he 
willing to adopt any "safe and practicable checks, compatible 
with their rights to citizenship, within a period which shall 
neither he so short as to he inconsistent with a knowledge of 
our institutions, nor so long as to involve a condition at war 
with the theory of our system of a large free population, with- 
out the right of represeBtation, and forming no part of the gov- 
»rniuent.
